SENATE  BILLS 


S.B.  1 — BIGGAR.    Amends  Sec.  726,  C.  C.  P.,  re  trust  deeds  and  mortgages. 

Makes  provisions  re  foreclosures  applicable  to  trust  deeds ;  voids  agreements 
permitting  suit  on  obligation  before  exhausting  security.  Sec.  2  provides  this  Act 
does  not  constitute  recognition  of  such  agreements  heretofore  made. 

S.B.  2— GARRISON.  Amends  title  and  Sec.  1,  Act  8436,  re  tare  allowance  for 
burlap  bags. 

Present  law  relates  to  tare  allowance  on  fruit,  grain,  and  wool  sold  in  burlap 
bags.    Bill  expands  this  to  specifically  include  beans  and  pens. 

S.B.  3 — NIELSEN.  New  Act  to  be  known  as  "Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond 
Act." 

Authorizes  any  city,  city  and  county,  public  district,  public  corporation, 
improvement  authority,  political  subdivision  or  public  agency  to  issue  revenue 
bonds  for  the  acquisition,  construction,  allocation  or  improvement  of  a  water  or 
electric  power  utility. 

Pledges  the  revenues  of  the  improvement  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and 
makes  provisions  for  issuance,  maturity,  segregation,  lien  and  payment. 

S.B.  4— PHILLIPS.  Amends  Sees.  8  and  28o,  adds  Sees.  28ih,  28}t,  28|o,  28|o, 
28fo,  70  and  71,  reenacts  Sees.  68  and  69,  and  repeals  Sec.  28Jh,  Act 
3880,  relating  to  Palo  Verde  Irrigation  District. 

Amends  Sec.  8,  re  staggered  terms  of  trustees  and  to  provide  that  their  terms 
run  with  their  offices. 

Repeals  and  adds  Sec.  28£h,  to  eliminate  right  to  set  off  matured  bond  and 
coupons  against  assessment  liability.  Creates  right  to  have  parcels  segregated  for 
assessment  purposes,  upon  application  made  before  last  installment  of  taxes  is 
delinquent. 

Amends  28o  to  eliminate  right  to  redeem  property  with  bonds  or  interest 
obligations  of  the  district.  Also  eliminates  provisions  controlling  disposition  of 
properties  acquired  by  the  district  pursuant  to  refunding  or  compromise. 

Adds  28|o  to  permit  trustees  to  procure  and  pay  for  appointment  of  adminis- 
trator to  quiet  title  to  lands  of  deceased  persons. 

Adds  28|o  to  permit  district  to  protect  its  interest  in  lands  by  purchase. 

Adds  28^t  to  provide  that  rentals  from  district  owned  lands  go  to  the  district's 
general  fund.    Operates  retroactively. 

Reenacts  Sees.  68  and  69  to  validate  any  rehabilitation  plans  which  may  have 
been  consummated,  and  the  inclusion  in  the  districts  of  publicly  owned  lands  which 
have  passed  into  private  ownership. 

Adds  Sees.  70  and  71  to  establish  a  six  months  statute  of  limitations  re  actions 
testing:  validity  of  deeds  for  delinquent  taxes;  and  sales  or  leases  by  the- district. 
Allows  three  months  after  effective  date  for  actions  which  would  otherwise  be  barred. 

Ch.  1,  Stats.  1937,  approved  by  Governor.  Jan.  29,  1937,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  5— SCHOTTKY  and  BIGGAR.  Amends  Sees.  1,  10,  12,  21,  22,  23,  24  and 
25,  Act  2256,  Direct  Primary  Law,  re  nonpartisan  officers. 

Provides  for  election  of  members  of  Legislature  upon  a  nonpartisan  basis. 

S.B.  6—  SLATER.    Amends  Sec.  92,  Ag.  C.,  re  agricultural  fairs. 

Provides  that  in  addition  to  its  use  for  premium  payments,  as  at  present, 
money  appropriated  to  such  fairs  may  be  used,  with  approval  of  Department  of

Finance,  for  capital  outlay,  construction,  improvement  and  equipment.  Expendi- 
tures to  be  exempt  from  Pol.  C.  4041.18  which  requires  bids  on  certain  county 
contracts. 

Enrolled  Jan.  19,  1937.    See  S.B.  263,  Ch.  2,  Stats.  1937. 

S.B.  7— SWING.    Amends  Sec.  4,  Act  5846,  Old  Age  Security  Act,  re  aid  to 
the  aged. 

Deletes  provision  that  aid  granted  shall  constitute  a  debt,  and  deletes  provi- 
sions for  liens. 

S.B.  8 — YOUNG.    New  Act,  re  recurrent  narcotic  addicts. 

Provides  for  arrest  and  trial  of  recurrent  addicts,  as  defined,  and  commitment 
to  a  State  narcotic  farm,  created  by  the  bill,  and  for  possible  probation  or  release 
after  five  years. 

S.B.  9— YOUNG.    Adds  Sec.  742,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  marlin  swordfish  meat. 

Forbids  purchase,  sale,  possession,  or  transportation  of  marlin  swordfish  meat 
in  any  form,  for  purpose  of  sale. 

S.B.  10— SCHOTTKY— Amends  Sec.  23,  Act  2119,  District  Investigation  Act  of 
1933,  re  application  of  Act  to  districts. 

Exempts  cemetery  districts  from  the  Act. 

S.B.  11— GARRISON.    Adds  Art.  5,  Ch.  2,  Div.  3,  Sees.  430-434,  Ag.  C,  re  con- 
tinued trespass  of  animals. 

Provides  for  notice  by  owner  of  land  to  district  attorney  if  animals  belonging 
to  another  trespass  on  lands.  District  attorney  is  to  notify  owner  or  person  in 
charge  of  animals  to  restrain  them.  If  new  trespass  occurs  within  six  months, 
person  notified  is  guilty  of  misdemeanor. 

"Animals"  defined  to  exclude  poultry  and  rabbits. 

S.B.  12— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  580b,  C.  C.  P.,  and  2924J,  C.  C,  re  defi- 
ciency judgments. 

Forbids  entry  of  judgment  for  deficiency  remaining  after  sale  of  real  property 
under  contract  of  sale,  deed  of  trust,  or  mortgage. 


S.B.  13— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  44,  Veh.  C.,  re  definition  of  authorized 
emergency  vehicles. 

Adds  vehicles  used  in  responding  to  emergency  calls  in  mine  catastrophes, 
when  operated  by  an  officer  or  employee  of  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines,  California 
Division  of  Mines,  Industrial  Accident  Commission,  county  mining  bureau,  or  min- 
ing association. 

S.B.  14— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  1.  Act  2964,  Motor  Vehicle  Fuel  Tax  Act,  re 
definition  of  motor  vehicle  fuel. 

Excludes  from  definition  fuel  which  remains  as  a  gas  at  atmospheric  tempera- 
tures and  pressures,  whether  manufactured  gas  or  natural  gas. 

S.B.  15— GARRISON.    Amends  Sec.  493,  F.  A  G.  C,  r«  night  fishing. 

Limits  effect  of  section  to  taking  game  fish. 
S.B.  16—  GARRISON.    Amends  Sees.  718  and  865,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  taking  shad. 

Permits  taking1  of  shad  by  dip  net  held  in  the  handB,  in  addition  to  taking 

by  hook  and  line,  gill  nets  and  trammel  nets  as  at  present. 


S.B.  17 — GARRISON.    Adds  Sec.  2(a),  Act  2967,  re  sale  or  distribution  of  gaso- 
line. 

Makes  it  a  misdemeanor  for  gasoline  wholesalers  to  deal  in  or  distribute 
gasoline  except  on  basis  of  standard  gallon,  i.e.,  231  cubic  inches  at  60  deg.  Far. 

S.B.  18 — YOUNG.    Repeals  Sec.  307,  Pen.  C,  re  keeping  or  visiting  place  where 
opium  is  used. 

S.B.  19— YOUNG.    Amends  Sees.  5,  6,  7,  7a,  and  8f,  and  repeals  Sees.  8,  8a,  8b, 
8c,  8d,  8e,  8g  and  8i,  Act  5994,  re  narcotics. 

From  this  act,  relating  to  poisons,  is  deleted  all  reference  to  narcotics.  Does' 
not  affect  State  Narcotic  Act. 

S.B.  20 — YOUNG.    Adds  Sec.  442,  Pen.  C  re  criminal  investigations. 

Provides  felony  penalty  for  conversion  of  money  advanced  for  purpose  of 
obtaining  evidence  of  narcotic  violations. 

S.B.  21— YOUNG.    Adds  Sec.  377f,  Pen.  C,  re  horse  and  dog  races. 

Makes  it  a  felony  to  "fix"  a  horse  or  dog  race  or  to  stimulate  or  depress  a 
horse  or  dog  to  affect  result  of  race. 

S.B.  22— McGOVERN.    New  Act,  re  secondary  State  high-  ay. 

Establishes  such  a  highway,  known  as  "Divisional  Highway,"  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

S.B.  23— MBTZGER.    Adds  Ch.  3,  Div.  Ill,  Sees.  430  to  433,  Ag.  C,  re  meat 
packers. 

Prohibits  meat  packers  from  owning  anv  interest  in  a  stockyard  after  January 
1,  1938. 

S.B.  24— NIELSEN  and  McCOLL.    Amends  Sec.  2.  Act  6386,  Public  Utilities 
Act,  re  toll  bridge  corporations. 

Includes  "toll  bridge  corporation"  as  public  utility  in  subdivision  '  dd"  and 
adds  subdivision  "ee"  defining  a  toll  bridge  corporation  to  include  all  persons,  etc., 
owning,  controlling,  operating,  or  managing  any  bridge  used  for  the  transportation 
of  persons  or  property  for  compensation. 

Subjects  bridges  to  the  rate  regulation  and  valuation  powers,  among  others, 
of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

S.B.  25— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  424.  Pen.  C,  re  public  officials  handling 
public  funds. 

Removes  from  purview  of  section  technical  and  informal  violations  where  no 
public  moneys  are  lost  and  where  no  proof  of  intent  to  defraud,  deceive  or  to 
devote  moneys  to  personal  gain. 

Requires  allegation  of  exact  amount  of  shortage. 

Gives  accused  right  to  counsel  before  grand  jury  to  explain  any  point  re 
charge  to  be  made. 

S.B.  26 — FLETCHER.    Claim  bill,  $15,000  out  of  fish  and  game  preservation 
fund,  Mrs.  C.  Field. 

S.B.  27 — FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  4,  and  adds  4a,  4b,  and  4c,  Act  5846,  Old 
Age  Security  Act,  re  aid  to  the  aged. 

Provides  for  recovery  of  aid  or  enforcement  of  lieu  upon  discontinuance  of 
aid  for  fraud  or  upon  death  of  recipient,  by  civil  action. 
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Provides  that  where  debt  for  aid  is  reduced  to  judgment,  recordation  of 
abstract  of  judgment  or  failure  to  record  shall  not  affect  lien.  Authorizes  board 
of  supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  continue  priority  of  prior  encumbrance  which  is 
renewed. 

Requires  board  to  record  resolution  acknowledging  satisfaction  of  the  debt 

and  provides  that  such  recordation  shall  discharge  lien. 

S.B.  28— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  685,  C.  C.  P.,  re  execution  of  judgments. 

Allows  revival  of  judgment  after  five  years  by  leave  of  court  upon  motion, 
or  by  judgment  founded  on  supplemental  proceedings. 


S.B.  29— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  5231,  re  disincorporate  of  sixth  class 
cities. 

Permits  a  new  vote  after  one.  year,  instead  of  two  years. 

S.B.  30— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  404,  C.  C,  re  dissolution  of  corporations. 

Adds  provision  permitting  court  to  entertain  dissolution  proceedings  where 
corporation  fails  to  pay  dividends  within  six  months  after  treasury  shows  sufficient 
net  profits  to  pay  same ;  also  where  corporation  operates  at  loss  for  2  year  period. 

S.B.  31— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  84,  C.  C.  P.,  re  process. 

Limits  process  of  inferior  courts  to  county  instead  of  State. 

S.B.  32— FLETCHER.    Amends  Sec.  911.  Prob.  C,  re  attorneys'  fees. 

Deletes  requirement  that  attorneys'  fees  are  not  allowable  until  six  months 
after  issuance  of  letters. 

S.B.  33— FLETCHER.    Adds  Sees.  23.1  and  23.2,  Act  5825,  re  regulating  charges 
and  business  of  personal  property  brokers. 

Allows  three  per  cent  per  month  on  unpaid  balances  of  loans  of  $300  or  less; 
forbids  more  than  two  per  cent  per  month  on  unpaid  balances  of  larger  loans,  but 
allows  a  minimum  monthly  charge  of  fifty  cents.  Forbids  compounding  of  interest 
and  receiving  interest  in  advance.  Forbids  fees  or  bonus  of  any  kind  except  fees 
for  filing,  recording  or  releasing  in  a  public  office.  Violation  of  any  of  these  provi- 
sions voids  the  loan. 

Broker's  maximum  charge  is  five  per  cent  of  amount  received  by  borrower. 

S.B.  34— FLETCHER.    Adds  Sec.  3a,  Act  8209,  Improvement  Bond  Act  of  1915, 
re  interest  rates. 

Provides  that  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  all  bonds  hereafter  issued  other 
than  bonds  issued  in  place  of  bonds,  previously  issued  under  the  Act,  shall  be  five 
per  cent. 

S.B.  35 — FLETCHER.    Adds  Sec.  3a,  Act  855,  re  interest  on  improvement  bonds 
issued  under  Act. 

Provides  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  bonds  hereafter  issued  to  be  five 
per  cent  per  annum. 

S.B.  36— FLETCHER.    Adds  Sec.  60a,  Act  8199,  Improvement  Act  of  1911,  re 
interest  of  bonds  issued  under  Act. 

Provides  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  bonds  hereafter  issued  to  be  five  per 
cent  per  annum. 


S.B.  37— FLETCHER.  Adds  Sees.  2a  and  22a,  Act  8495,  Inheritance  Tax  Act  of 
1935,  re  values  used  in  computing  tax  and  procedure  for  determining 
such  values. 

Sec.  2a  allows  executor,  administrator  or  trustee  to  elect  that  the  estate  or  any 
property  therein  be  taken  at  a  value  different  from  market  value  at  time  of  decedent's 
death.  Provides  that  if  election  is  made  prior  to  time  for  payment  of  tax,  value 
may  be  taken  as  (1)  market  value  on  date  one  year  after  decedent's  death,  or  (2), 
if  property  is  disposed,  of  within  one  year  after  decedent's  death,  the  market  value 
at  time  of  disposition,  or  (3),  in  case  any  property  depreciates  in  value  for  reasons 
other  than  mere  lapse  of  time,  the  market  value  as  of  the  time  of  decedent's  death 
with  adjustments  for  difference  in  value  as  of  the  date  of  lowest  depreciation. 

Sec.  22a  provides  procedure  to  enable  executor,  administrator  or  trustee  to 
make  election.  Prescribes  he  shall  file  written  petition  with  clerk  of  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  probate  proceedings  and  prescribes  contents  of  petition.  Court  to 
authorize  election  if  it  will  be  to  best  advantage  of  estate. 

S.B.  38—  FLETCHER.    Amends  Sees.  1  and  19,  Act  58,  re  pure  drugs. 

Makes  violation  of  Sec.  1  a  felony,  punishable  by  imprisonment  1  to  10 
years,  fine  $2500,  or  both. 

S.B.  39— GARRISON.    Amends  Sec.  730  Ag.  C,  re  labeling  of  butter. 

Present  labeling  provisions  apply  to  out  of  State  butter  received  in  package 
form.  Bill  expands  provision  to  apply  to  butter  received  in  other  forms.  Adds 
provision  that  out  of  State  butter  must  be  marked  with  name  of  State,  territory, 
or  country  of  origin. 

S.B.  40— METZGER.    Adds  Sec.  319,  Ag.  C,  re  misrepresentation  of  meat. 
Forbids  misrepresentation  of  type,  kind  or  quality  of  dressed  meat. 
Repeals  Act  8783,  on  same  subject. 

S.B.  41— METZGER.  Amends  Sees.  1,  2,  and  3,  Act  8783,  the  Meat  Sellers  Fair 
Competition  Act,  re  sale  of  meat. 

Clarifies  Sec.  1. 
Incomplete. 

S.B.  42— WILLIAMS.  Amends  Sec.  330a,  and  adds  330b,  Pen.  C.,  re  gambling 
devices. 

Enlarges  scope  of  the  section  to  include  results  of  operation  of  gambling 
devices  dependent  "wholly  or  partly"  upon  hazard  or  chance. 
Makes  violation  of  section  a  felony. 

Added  section  permits  seizure  of  devices  and  issuance  of  search  warrants  in 
aid  thereof.  Requires  destruction  of  seized  devices  upon  court  order  when  owner 
or  defendant  convicted. 

S.B.  43— WILLIAMS.    New  Act,  "Slot  Machine  Licensing  Act." 

Provides  for  licensing  the  owning,  having  and  maintaining  of  slot  machines 
and  prescribes  conditions  for  obtaining  license. 

Makes  it  a  misdemeanor  for  anyone  to  play,  operate,  possess,  control  or  permit 
the  placing  or  maintenance  in  premi"-"-  owned,  leased  or  occupied  by  him,  of 
unlicensed  slot  machines. 

S.B.  44 — TICKLE.  New  Act,  creating  California  State  Advertising  and  Publicity 
Commission  to  consist  of  five  members,  appointed  by  Governor  from 
different  sections  of  the  State  bo  serve  without  pay,  but  to  receive  actual 
expenses.  Commission  may  appoint  a  manager,  who  shall  be  exempt 
from  civil  service,  and  such  employees  as  it  sees  fit,  and  shall  prescribe 
duties  of  all  employees. 

Business  of  commission  is  to  gather  and  distribute  information  showing  the 
desirability  of  California  as  a  place  of  residence. 
Appropriates  $1,000,000  annually. 
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S.B.  45 — KNOWLAND.  New  Act,  granting  tidelands  to  City  of  Oakland  for  har- 
bor development 

S.B.  46— WAGY.  Amends  Sees.  4.51  and  4.52,  Sen.  C,  re  distribution  and  use  of 
funds  received  by  the  State  from  Federal  Treasury  under  Act  of  Congress 
approved  February  25,  1920. 

Requires  State  Treasurer  to  pay  to  each  county  sums  representing  any  differ- 
ence between  taxes  actually  received  on  leased  land  or  deposits  within  such  county 
during  last  tax  year  and  amount  of  tax  payable  during  last  tax  year  if  leased  land 
or  deposits  had  been  privately  owned. 

Payments  to  be  made  out  of  fund  received  from  Federal  Treasury  and  to  be 
expended  by  counties  on  improving  public  roads  or  supporting  public  schools. 

Balance  in  hands  of  State  Treasurer  to  be  credited  to  State  junior  college 

fund. 

A.B.  198,  apparently  identical. 
S.B.  47 — WESTOVER.    Amends  Sec.  3766,  Pol.  C,  re  delinquent  tax  lists. 

Makes  it  optional,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  to  publish 
the  delinquent  tax  list  either  by  posting  or  by  publication  in  a  newspaper. 

S.B.  48 — GARRISON.  Amends  Sec.  21,  Act  9008,  Vital  Statistics  Registration 
Act,  re  record  of  birth. 

Affidavit  may  be  used  to  establish  record  of  birth  where  no  birth  certificate 

filed. 

S.B.  49 — GARRISON.  New  Act,  re  de|>osit  of  public  money  in  building  and  loan 
associations. 

Permits  cities,  counties  and  municipal  or  public  corporations  to  deposit  moneys 
with  building  and  loan  associations.  Limits  amount  of  deposit  to  amount  insured 
by  Federal  Government  or  Federal  agency. 

S.B.  50— GARRISON.  Amends  Sec.  5090,  adds  Sec.  5090.5,  Ins.  C.  re  county 
mutual  fire  insurers. 

Extends  benefits  of  membership  to  persons  having  insurable  interest  in  prop- 
erty in  county  contiguous  to  county  adjoining  county  where  county  mutual  fire 
insurer  is  formed. 

Allows  corporation  to  become  member  of  such  insurer  and  a  representative  of 
the  corporation  to  act  for  it,  for  purposes  of  membership,  without  personal  liability. 

S.B.  51 — MIXTER.  Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  8461a,  re  county  promotional  adver- 
tising. 

Extends  the  authority  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  to  advertise  elsewhere  than 
in  California  the  advantages  of  their  particular  county.  Formerly,  the  money 
could  be  used  only  for  advertising  in  the  State  when  raised  under  the  authority  of 
this  statute. 

S.B.  52—  FLETCHER.  Amends  Sees.  2.2030,  2.2032,  2.2102,  2.2134,  2.2140, 
5.501,  Sch.  C.,  re  election  of  governing  boards,  funds  tenure  of  teachers, 
and  taxation  in  unified  school  districts. 

Sec.  2.2030.  Members  of  district  from  which  the  unified  district  was 
formed,  hold  office  for  term  for  which  elected,  instead  of  until  first  unified  district 
election. 

Sec.  2.2032.    Made  consistent  with  Sec.  2.2030,  as  amended. 

Sees.  2.2103  and  5.501.  Tenure  not  gained  by  teachers  in  unified  districts 
where  tenure  would  not  have  been  gained  had  no  unification  taken  place. 

Sec.  2.2134.  Fifteen  cents  may  be  added  to  tax  rate  for  elementary  school 
purposes  where  a  kindergarten  is  maintained  by  a  unified  school  district. 

Sec.  2.2140.  Funds  in  districts  less  than  300  instead  of  less  than  1500, 
apportioned  to  the  county  elementary  supervision  fund. 

Urgency  measure. 


S.B.  53— FLETCHER.    New  Act,  re  mortgage  and  trust  deed  moratorium. 

Defers  time  to  which  postponement  of  sales  under  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust 
and  similar  instruments  may  be  extended,  to  February  1,  1039. 
Urgency  measure. 

g.B.  54 — FLETCHER.    Adds  Sec.  4506  to  Pol.  C,  re  courts  and  officers. 

Repeals  223  statutes  listed  by  the  Code  Commission  of  1872  as  having  been 
superseded  by  adoption  of  Pol.  C.  and  C.  C.  P.  in  1872. 

g,B,  55  FLETCHER.    New  Act,  re  moratorium  on  proceedings  to  enforce  or 

foreclose  the  lien  of  special  assessment  bonds. 

Forbids  enforcement  of  lien  of  special  assessment  bond  until  September  15, 
1930  After  this  Act  has  been  in  effect  30  days,  any  such  proceeding  may  be 
commenced  if  interest  on  the  bond  is  delinquent  at  the  time  of  such  commencement. 
The  time  within  which,  by  other  statutes,  action  must  bo  filed  to  enforce  such  a 
lien,  is  extended  for  the  time  that  action  is  prohibited.

Redefines  classes  of  contractors.

The  provisions  of  Sec.  5  are  generally  recast.  General  knowledge  of  construc- 
tion laws,  good  character,  and  absence  of  any  revocation  of  a  license  previously 
applied  for  are  required  of  applicants,  who  must  specify  the  class  of  license  for 
which  they  are  applying.

Amends  Sec.  6  to  delete  obsolete  matter  re  apprentices,  which  expired  January 
31,  1936,  and  to  add  a  provision  that  any  one  who  is  licensed  to  practice  in 
another  State  after  an  examination  conducted  in  such  State,  and  who  has  resided 
in  this  State  for  ten  years,  may  apply  for  an  examination  to  practice  dentistry  in 
this  State  within  ten  days  after  this  Act  becomes  effective.

Immediately  upon  the  arrest  the  magistrate  is  to  notify  thp 
district  attorney,  who  shall  inform  the  authorities  of  the  other  State  and  provision 
is  made  for  custody  and  bail. 

In  any  proceeding  the  Governor  is  not  to  inquire  into  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
the  accused. 

All  arrangements  made  in  this  State  for  return  of  persons  to  other  States  are 
to  be  granted  by  other  States  for  the  return  of  persons  to  this  State.

Building  and  Loan  Association  Act,  re  delinquent  interest  and  dividend 
obligationa 

Provides  that  any  building  and  loan  association  which  has  during  the  emerg- 
ency period  paid  less  than  four  per  cent  interest  or  dividends  on  "shares"  or 
"certificates"  shall,  before  paying  any  dividends  on  "stock,"  make  up  to  the  "share" 
and  "certificate"  holders  the  deficiency  to  equal  four  per  cent.

Provides  parent,  guardinn  or  custodian  of  minor  may  give  written  consent  to 
signing  and  verification  of  application  for  license  by  minor  and  his  employer,  in 
which  case  department  can  issue  only  an  operator's  or  chauffeur's  license,  restricted 
to  operation  of  vehicle  by  minor  within  scope  of  his  employment  by  such  employer. 

Provides  that  if,  in  one  or  more  actions,  judgment  is  rendered  against  a  person 
for  negligent  operation  of  vehicle  by  minor  under  provisions  of  Division  V  of  Veh.

Provides  that  in  those  portions  of  Kern  County  within  exterior  boundaries  of 
land  owned  by  United  States,  estray  may  not  be  taken  up  unless  land  is  enclosed  by 
good  and  substantial  fence. 

S.B.  411— WAGY  and  POWERS.    Adds  Sec.  101.1,  Sts.  &  H.  C,  re  fences  along 
highways. 

Requires  State  to  construct  substantial  fence  on  both  sides  of  all  State  high- 
ways except  when  not  desired  by  adjacent  property  owners. 

S.B.  412 — GORDON.    Amends  Sec.  4261,  Pol.  C,  re  compensation  of  county  and 
township  officers  in  counties  of  thirty-second  class  (Yolo  County). 

I  creases  auditor's  salary  from  $1,900  to  $2,500. 

S.B.  413 — SLATER.    Adds  Sees.  52,  515.5,  637.5  and  670.5,  and  amends  Sec. 
625,  Veh.  C,  re  trailer  coaches. 

Defines  "trailer  coach"  as  vehicle  without  motive  power  designed  for  human 
habitation  and  for  carrying  persons  or  property  and  drawn  by  motor  vehicle. 

Limits  speed  of  vehicle  drawing  trailer  coach  to  45  miles  per  hour,  subject  t» 
other  speed  restrictions  in  Vehicle  Code. 

Requires  trailer  coaches  to  be  equipped  with  clearance  lamps. 

Requires  either  vehicle  towing  trailer  coach  or  the  trailer  coach  itself  to  be 
equipped  with  signal  device  meeting  requirements  of  Sec.  637. 

Trailer  coach  weighing  more  than  1500  pounds  to  be  equipped  with  brakes 
capable  of  operation  by  driver  of  towing  vehicle. 
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S.B.  414 — SLATER.    Amends  Sees.  621  and  675,  Veb.  C.  re  rear  lamps,  reflectors 

and  windshields  of  vehicles. 

Deletes  requirement  that  motor  vehicles  and  vehicles  at  rear  end  of  train 
of  vehicles  be  equipped  with  at  least  one  but  not  more  than  two  rear  lamps  emitting 
red  light,  and  provides  that  they  be  equipped  with  one  or  more  of  such  lamps.

Provides  that  funds  in  unified  school  districts  of  less  than  300  a.d.a.,  instead 
of  less  than  1500  a.d.a..  shall  be  apportioned  to  county  elementary  school  supervi- 
sion fund. 

A.B.  653,  072  and  1161,  apparently  identical. 
S.B.  417— WESTOVER.    Amends  Sec.  204,  C.  C.  P.,  re  jury  lists. 

Provides  jurors  to  be  selected  by  majority  of  judges  in  counties  having  over 
one  hundred  thirty  thousand  population,  instead  of  ninety  thousand.  In  counties 
between  ninety  thousand  and  one  hundred  thirty  thousand,  selection  to  be  by 
county  clerk  from  great  register. 

S.R.  418 — SWING.    Adds   Sec.    1197bl.   Pol.   C,   re   explanation   of  initiative 

petitions. 

Legislative  counsel  shall  prepare  a  concise  statement  of  effect  of  proposed  ini- 
tiative measure  on  existing  provisions  of  the  constitution  or  laws.  Proponents  shall 
publish  statement  in  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  each  county  in  which 
petition  is  to  be  circulated,  at  least  five  days  before  such  circulation. 

Prohibits  Secretary  of  State  from  filing  initiative  petition  after  60  days  after 
it  was  eligible  for  circulation  in  any  county. 

S.B.  419 — SWING.    Amends  Sec.  698,  F.  &  G.  C.,  re  black  bass. 

Changes  season  in  district  4  from  May  29- November  30  to  May  1-October  31. 
S.B.  420— YOUNG.    Amends  Sees.  629,  630,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  closing  streams. 

Present  sections  permit  department  with  consent  of  Governor,  to  close  streams 

to  trout  fishing. 

Bill  extends  this  to  all  kinds  of  fishing. 

S.B.  421— NIELSEN.    Amends  412,  Pol.  C,  re  appointees  of  Secretary  of  State. 

Provides  for  appointment  by  Secretary  of  State  of  two  deputies  instead 

of  one,  at  annual  salary  of  $4,000  each. 

S.B.  422— NIELSEN.    Amends  664a,  Pol.  C,  re  payment  of  State  officers  and 

employees. 

Provides  for  bimonthly  payment  of  compensation. 

S.B.  423 — NIELSEN.    Amends  Sees.  3,  5,  6,  7,  9  and  11,  adds  16  and  17,  Act 

1460,  re  collection  agents. 

In  Sec.  3,  individual  and  partnership  applications  are  to  be  certified  by  free- 
holders of  the  locality.  Under  Sec.  5,  no  license  is  to  be  issued  to  any  applicant 
who  has  had  a  license  previously  revoXed  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  embezzle- 
ment or  crime  involving  moral  turpitude.    It  is  required  that  in  any  suit  a  licensee 
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maintains,  he  shall  allege  and  prove  that  he  is  licensed  and  has  posted  a  bond 
under  the  Act. 

The  separate  references  to  branch  offices  throughout  these  sections  have  been 
deleted  and,  by  an  addition  to  Sec.  7,  the  distinction  between  the  types  of  offices  has 
been  removed  and  the  same  bond  and  fee  required  for  all  offices.

Sec.  11  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  State  to  secure  additional  personnel  for 
this  purpose.

County  superintendent  of  schools  may  provide  for  preparation  and  coordina- 
tion of  courses  of  study  in  elementary  schools,  iind  in  high  schools,  of  any  district 
under  his  jurisdiction.  The  cost  shall  be  paid  from  the  unapportioned  county 
elementary  and  high  school  funds,  respectively. 

S.B.  425— PIEROVICH.  POWERS  and  SWING.  Amends  title.  Sees.  1.  2,  3.  5, 
6,  7,  8,  10,  21,  24,  33,  34,  37,  54  and  60,  adds  Sees.  6.5,  6.7,  8.5,  24.5, 
38.2,  38.5,  49.5,  51.2,  51.5,  51.8,  55.5,  55.7,  59.5,  66.2  and  66.5,  Act 
3796,  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Act,  re  manufacture,  sale,  transporta- 
tion, taxation  and  use  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

Substantial  revision  of  the  Act,  including  the  following  substantive  changes  : 
Act  is  to  be  liberally  construed  to  promote  temperance  and  to  regulate  the 
industry.

Provisions  extended  for  notice  to  local  officials  of  license  application,  and 
for  public  hearing  held  in  locality  in  case  of  protests ;  notice  of  on-sale  license 
application  to  be  published  in  newspaper. 

Provisions  for  collection  of  tax  by  affixing  and  cancellation  of  stamps 
strengthened  and  clarified. 

Transportation  of  beverages  on  which  tax  is  unpaid  for  delivery  to  unlicensed 
persons  is  forbidden. 

Board  may  by  rules  ond  regulations  stop  unfair  trade  practices,  by  price 
posting  or  any  other  means. 

Board  to  adopt  regulations  for  standards,  packaging,  labeling  and  advertising 
distilled  spirits  similar  to  Federal  Alcohol  Administration. 

Beer  labeling  requirements  amplified. 
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Power  to  seize  unlicensed  still  and  attendant  supplies  extended.  Provision 
made  for  confiscation  of  vehicles  transporting  untaxed  liquor. 

Seized  property  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  destroyed,  or  given  to  State 

department,  hospital  or  institution. 

Hearing  provided  for  in  case  of  seized  vehicle.  Holder  of  lien  or  conditional 
sales  contract  may  show  lack  of  knowledge  of  illegal  use. 

Felony  to  attempt  evasion  of  excise  tax. 

Manufacturer,  rectifier,  distiller,  bottler,  importer  or  wholesaler,  except  beer 
manufacturers,  not  to  have  any  interest  in  more  than  one  off-sale  license. 

Contracts  prohibiting  sale  or  resale  of  goods  below  certain  prices  declared  valid. 
No  premiums  may  be  given  in  connection  with  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to 

consumer. 

No  sales  to  consumers  between  2  a.m.  and  6  a,m, 
Hours  of  delivery  regulated ;  extended  to  apply  to  election  days. 
Conspiracy  to  violate  Act  punishable  in  same  manner  as  Act  intended  to 
be  committed. 

Enforcement  of  Act  is  made  duty  of  every  district  attorney  and  peace  officer. 

S.B.  426— ALLEN  and  SLATER.  New  act,  appropriating  $5,000  from  fish  and 
game  preservation  fund  to  pay  claim  of  disbursing  officer  of  Fish  and 

Game  Commission. 

S.B.  427 — GARRISON.  New  Act,  appropriating  $10,000  to  be  expended  under 
direction  of  Department  of  Finance  for  premiums  and  maintenance  of 
egg-laying  contests  at  Modesto. 

A.B.  1935,  apparently  identical. 

S.B.  428 — QUINN.    Amends  Sec.  493,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  night  fishing. 

Prohibits  fishing  between  1  hour  after  sunset  and  1  hour  before  sunrise  in 
Klamath  River  district  and  Trinity  and  Klamath  River  district. 

S.B.  429— GARRISON.    Amends  Sees.  731,  732  and  733,  Ag.  C,  re  butter  cutting 

and  wrapping  licenses. 

Expands  provisions  as  to  butter  cutting,  wrapping  and  iMickaging  licenses  to 
include  butter  distributors  distributing  packaged  butter  from  out  of  State  points. 

S.B.  430 — TICKLE.  Amends  Sees.  4.871  and  4.884,  Sch.  C,  re  apportionment  of 
funds  to  high  school  district  from  State  high  school  fund  and  State  gen- 
eral fund. 

Apportionments  to  high  schools  from  either  the  State  high  school  fund  or 
State  general  fund  shall  not  be  made  on  the  basis  of  more  years  of  six  year  course 
maintained  than  there  were  full-time  high-school  teachers  employed  during  the 

preceding  school  year. 

S.B.  431— TICKLE.  Repeals  Sees.  2.123,  3.610,  3.611,  3.612,  and  adds  Sees. 
4.192,  4.193,  Sch.  C.  re  schools  for  children  of  migratory  laborers. 

Provides  for  emergency  schools  for  children  of  migratory  laborers  which  may 
be  established  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  to  be  paid  for  from  unappor- 
tioned  county  elementary  school  fund  and  funds  of  suspended  school  districts. 

S.B.  432 — TICKLE.  Amends  Sees.  2.2010  and  2.2011,  Sch.  C,  re  formation  of 
unified  school  districts. 

Provides  that,  where  the  boundaries  of  an  elementary  district,  high  school 
district  and  junior  college  district  become  coterminous  after  act  takes  effect,  Buch 
districts  shall  be  merged  into  a  unified  school  district  on  the  first  day  of  July  fol- 
lowing such  boundary  change. 

S.B.  433 — PHILLIPS.  New  Act.  Provides  for  consolidation  of  Coachella  Vallaj 
County  Water  District  and  Coachella  Valley  Storm  Water  District. 
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S.B.  434 — PHILLIPS.    Amends  Sec.  31,  adds  12.1  and  37.1,  Act  9124,  re  county 
water  districts. 

Adds  section  12.1,  giving  water  districts  rights  of  mosquito  abatement  districts 
under  Act  3701. 

Amends  Sec.  31  to  extend  period  for  assessment  from  first  Monday  in  June 
to  second  Monday  in  July. 

Adds  Sec.  37.1  to  provide  for  segregation  of  part  of  assessment. 

S.B.  43d — PHILLIPS.    Adds  Sec.  121.5,  Ag.  C,  re  nursery  service  in  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

Prescribes  duties  of  this  service. 

S.B.  486— PHILLIPS.    Amends  Sec.  120,  Ag.  C,  re  nursery  licenses 

Provides  for  suspension  of  licenses  of  sellers  of  nursery  stock  as  well  as  for 
revocation  of  such  licens.es  as  at  present.  Limits  branch  licenses  to  branches 
actually  owned  as  well  as  operated  by  licensee. 

S.B.  437— PHILLIPS.    Amends  title  and  adds  Sec.  55.5  to  Act  3796,  the  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  Act,  re  advertising. 

Amends  title  to  include  "advertisement,"  and  adds  Sec.  55.5  authorizing  the 
board  to  regulate  the  size  and  quantity  of  advertisements  on  some  basis  that  will 
be  f&ir  to  all  dealers. 

S.B.  438— PHILLIPS.    Amends  Sec.  4,  Act  2936a,  re  wild  animals  and  birds. 

Birds  or  animals  brought  alive  into  State  in  violation  of  this  act  declared 
subject  to  return  or  destruction  at  option  of  owner  or  bailee  and  at  his  expense. 

Any  wild  bird  or  animal  prohibited  entry,  or  for  which  permits  are  refused, 
declared  subject  to  destruction  unless  permit  to  keep  such  bird  or  animals  in 
confinement  is  secured. 

S.B.  439— PHILLIPS.    Amends  Sec.  784.3,  Ag.  C,  re  used  containers  of  fruits, 
nuts,  or  vegetables. 

Present  law  prohibits  use  of  used  container  unless  all  markings  are  obliterated. 
Bill  limits  prohibition  to  subsequent  use  for  same  species  or  variety  of  product  as 
originally  therein. 

S.B.  440— PHILLIPS.    Amends  Sees.  1064,  1071  and  1074,  Ag.  C,  re  economic 
poisons. 

Adds  provision  that  economic  poison  is  misbranded  if  contents  of  package  are 
of  quality  below  guarantee  on  label,  or  if  they  do  not  conform  to  sample  delivered 
at  time  of  registration.  Requires  poisons  for  use  in  or  about  households  to  be  so 
labeled.  iequires  percentage  of  each  active  ingredient  and  total  percentage  of  all 
inactive  ingredients,  rather  than  percentages  of  the  active  and  inert  ingredients  as  at 
present.

Increases  number  of  investigators  from  6  to  15,  expressly  providing  they  are 
under  civil  service. 

Provides  for  assignment  of  investigators  on  request  of  local  law  enforcement 
officers  in  "crimes  of  state-wide  importance." 

Superintendent  to  perform  duties  assigned  by  Attorney  General  under  Article 
V,  Sec.  21,  Constitution.    Investigators  to  have  powers  of  peace  officers. 

Appropriates  $50,000  to  carry  out  act. 

A.B.  665,  apparently  identical. 

S.B.  444 — HOLOHAN.    Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  2055,  re  possession  and  transporta- 
tion of  tear  gas  bombs. 

Extends  act  to  cover  sale  or  offer  for  sale  of  tear  gas  shells,  cartridges  or 

bombs. 

Act  not  to  apply  to  regular  salaried  members  of  police  departments  and  deputy 
sheriffs. 

S.B.  445— KNOWLAND.    Adds  Art.  Ha,  Sees.  4.291  and  4.292,  to  Ch"  I,  Pt.  Ill, 
Div.  IV,  repeals  Sec.  4.281,  Sch.  C,  re  special  building  fund  from  surplus 

tax  receipts. 

Provides  that  governing  board  of  a  school  district,  after  survey  by  Division 
of  Schoolhouse  Planning,  may  provide  for  accumulation  of  a  building  fund  over  a 
period  not  to  exceed  five  school  years. 

Affidavits  are  to  be  filed  by  Division  of  Schoolhouse  Planning  with  auditor 
and  treasurer  of  the  county  setting  forth  amount  to  be  accumulated,  whereupon  the 
special  building  fund  is  to  be  established. 

Plan  may  be  altered  by  filing  appropriate  affidavits  with  auditor  and  treasurer.

Where  express  agreement  for 
greater  compensation,  expert  witness  may  maintain  civil  action  for  such  compen- 
sation and  may  refuse  to  testify  concerning  his  opinion  or  to  give  expert  testimony 
until  paid  by  the  party  by  whom  subpoenaed.  Where  no  agreement  and  expert 
refuses  to  testify,  judge  must  determine  reasonable  compensation  and  expert  need 
not  testify  until  paid.

S.B.  452 — HAYS.  Amends  Sees.  733,  1151,  11658,  and  12924,  repeals  Sees.  12903, 
12904,  and  12923,  adds  Sees.  704.5,  706.5,  903.5,  12903,  12904,  12919, 
12923,  12928.5,  12956,  and  12957,  Ins.  C,  re  insurance. 

704.5.  Fact  that  an  officer  or  director  of  an  applicant  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  involving  fraud  constitutes  grounds  for  revocation,  suspension,  or  denial  of  a 
certificate  of  authority. 

706.5.  Nonliquidity  of  insurer's  assets  constitutes  grounds  for  denial  of  cer- 
tificate ;  as  to  admitted  insurer,  commissioner  may  order  cessation  of  writing  con- 
tracts until  condition  remedied ;  failure  constitutes  grounds  for  revocation.  Applies 
to  reciprocals  and  fraternal  benefit  societies.

Authorizes  the  district  to  issue  refunding  bonds  (at  lower  interest  rate)  to 
any  holder  of  its  outstanding  bonds  who  consents  thereto,  under  the  conditions 
stated  in  the  bill.

Includes  expenses  of  district  attorney  and  sheriff  in  investigating  and  prosecut- 
ing cases  involving  the  crime  of  driving  a  vehicle  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

S.B.  532— PARKMAN.    Amends  Sec.  2.481.  Sch.  C,  re  exclusion  of  elementary 
school  districts  from  high  school  districts. 

No  election  to  be  called  to  determine  whether  elementary  district  shall  be 
excluded  from  n  high  school  district  if  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  high  school 
district  would  thereby  become  less  than  $20,000,000,  instead  of  less  than  $10,000,000. 

S.B.  533 — GARRISON.    Adds  CE.  Ill,  Pt.  Ill,  Div.  VI,  Sch.  C.,  re  establishment 
of  a  State  insurance  fund  for  insuring  property  of  school  districts  and 

insuring  employees  of  school  districts  against  liability. 

Incomplete.

Provides  that  it  is  unlawful  to  possess  deer  or  deer  meat  in  any  district  except 
during  open  season  and  15  days  thereafter. 

Amends  Sec.  487.5,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  use  of  trout  roe  or 
spawn  in  fishing. 

Prohibits  use  of  any  trout  roe  or  spawn  to  take  fish.  Present  law  applies 
only  to  fresh  trout  roe  or  spawn.

districts. 

Authorizes  board  of  supervisors  to  levy  greater  tax  in  incorporated  areas  than 
in  unincorporated  areas  to  purchase  apparatus  and  equipment  to  be  used  only  in 

incorporated  areas. 

S.B.  539 — DeLAP.    New  Act,  re  creation  of  fund  for  capital  outlays  by  local  taxing 

jurisdictions. 

Authorizes : 

Tax  or  assessment  to  create  fund  for  capital  outlay  by  taxing  jurisdiction ; 
Exceeding  limitation  on  right  to  impose  taxes  by  two-thirds  vote,  for  this 
purpose;  — 

Using  fund  for  other  purposes  by  two-thirds  vote.

S.B.  543 — McCORMACK.    New  Act,  re  investigation  of  water  resources  of  Solano 
County. 

Authorizes  Division  of  Water  Resources  of  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
investigate  water  resources  of  Solano  County. 

Makes  appropriation  to  carry  out  investigation,  to  be  available  only  in  event 
equal  sums  are  contributed  to  State  by  Solano  County  or  other  local  interests  for 
same  purposes.

weeks  whether  inserted  in  daily  or  weekly  paper  of  general  circulation ;  where  work 
to  be  done  in  more  than  one  county,  publication  to  be  in  county  where  major  portion 
of  work  to  be  done ;  permits  bidder  to  be  relieved  of  mistake  by  court  order  but 
not  otherwise ;  requires  prospective  bidders  to  fill  out  and  verify  questionnaire  as 
to  financial  ability  and  to  submit  bids  on  prescribed  forms ;  contractors  to  be 
rated  by  Department ;  prescribes  time  limits  on  bidding ;  exempts  certain  contracts 
from  provisions.

Amends  Sec.  9,  adds  9a,  Act  6341,  re  the  right  to  prospect 
and  develop  minerals  other  than  oil  and  gas  in  State  lands. 

Amends  Sec.  9  by  giving  the  Surveyor  General  the  right  to  fix  terms  and  the 
amount  of  bonus  and  royalty  as  he  shall  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State.

Incomplete.

Appropriates  $100,000,  during  next  biennium,  from  this  fund  to  District  Agri- 
cultural Association  22. 

S.B.  557— FLETCHER.  Amends  Sec.  373j,  Pol.  C,  re  publications  of  Department 
of  Natural  Resources. 

Provides  that  publications  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  may  be 
distributed  free  of  charge  to  public  libraries. 

S.B.  558 — FLETCHER  (by  request).    New  Act  re  public  improvements  by  cities. 

Authorizes  cities  to  construct  and  maintain  public  improvements  within  and 
without  their  boundaries.

Authorizes  legislative  body  of  any  city  to  issue  revenue  bonds  or  notes  or

Allows  insurance  company  to  waive  right  to  deduct  premiums  paid  for  rein- 
surance, and  said  premiums  not  to  be  taxed  to  the  company  receiving  the  reinsur- 
ance. ' 

S.B.  563— WESTOVER.    New  Act  re  military  training. 

Eliminates  compulsory  military  training  in  universities  and  colleges  of  State, 
and  permits  enrollment  in  physical  education  courses  in  lieu  thereof.

Director  may  acquire  by  condemnation  or  otherwise  any  right  of  way  neces- 
sary for  access  to  said  lands  for  development  purposes,  the  acquisition  of  such 
property  being  declared  a  public  necessity. 
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The  area  is  divided  into  nine  parcels,  which  are  specifically  described. 
Each  parcel  shall  be  offered  for  lease  to  the  bidder  offering  the  highest  per- 
centage in  amount  and  value  of  oil,  etc.,  produced  from  wells  developed  under  such 

lease,  but  Act  forbids  leasing  more  than  one  parcel  to  the  same  person,  or  to  any 
person  who  has  more  than  6  per  cent  interest  in  any  other  lease. 

Requires  director,  within  30  days  after  effective  date  of  Act,  to  publish  an 
announcement  that  the  parcels  described  are  subject  to  lease,  and  that  prospective 
bidders  must  file  within  30  days  a  questionnaire  with  the  director  containing 
specified  information  as  to  the  bidders. 

Such  statement  shall  be  verified  and  accompanied  by  a  certified  or  cashier's 
check  for  $100,  as  an  examination  fee,  which  is  not  returnable.  If  the  director 
deems  such  statement  insufficient,  he  must  notify  the  prospective  bidder,  who  shall 
have  15  days  in  which  to  file  an  amended  statement.  The  director's  examination 
of  nil  questionnaires  must  be  completed  within  120  days  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  Act,  Unless  he  extends  the  time  for  an  additional  30  days. 

Within  120  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Act,  plus  the  additional  30-day 
period  if  there  is  an  extension,  the  director  must  prepare  a  list  of  persons  qualified 
to  bid  for  leases.    Qualifications  are  set  forth. 

No  lease  shall  be  made  which  provides  for  payment  of  less  than  30  per  cent 
of  the  amaunt  or  value  of  the  production.  Any  lease  made  hereunder  shall  run 
for  10  years,  with  right  of  renewal  for  an  additional  5  years,  and  for  as  long 
thereafter  as  the  wells  are  producing  in  commercial  quantity,  not  exceeding  25  years 
altogether. ,  The  Legislature  may  terminate  the  lease  at  any  time  after  15  years. 

Any  lease  made  hereunder  must  provide  for  at  least  ten  wells  drilled  from  and 
by  means  of  piers,  groins,  or  islands  constructed  oceanward  from  the  shore,  the 
first  wells-  being  so  spaced  as  properly  to  offset  wells  operating  on  adjacent  lands. 

The  lease  must  provide  that  piers,  groins,  or  islands  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  to  afford  access  to  the  bench  for  recreational  purposes,  and  there  must  be  no 
pollution  of  the  waters  of  the  ocean. 

Sec.  17  provides  for  filling  out  and  execution  of  the  lease  by  bidders  within 
30  days  from  the  date  of  mailing  by  the  director,  and  for  the  return  thereof  with  a 
certified  or  cashier's  check  for  $10,000,  to  be  deposited  as  security  for  faithful 
performance  by  the  bidder  on  acceptance  of  his  bid,  but  to  be  returned  if  the  bid 
is  rejected. 

Sees.  18  to  22  prescribe  the  procedure  for  opening  bids  and  awarding  and 

executing  leases. 

By  Sees.  22  and  23,  the  director,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  may 
reject  all  bids  and  may  thereafter,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  proceed  to 
drill  wells  on  each  of  the  parcels.  The  work  of  drilling  and  construction  in  con- 
nection therewith  may  be  carried  on  under  contract  or  by  day  labor,  having  due 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act  relating  to  location  and  number  of  wells, 
methods  of  development,  and  other  provisions  as  far  as  applicable.  The  oil,  gas, 
and  other  substances  produced  shall  be  sold  at  .the  best  obtainable  prices  and  at 
«;uch  times  as  the  director  shall  deem  proper  for  securing  maxium  cash  returns. 

By  Sec.  25,  the  proceaure  followed  with  regard  to  lands  at  Huntington  Beach 
is  to  guide  the  director'  in  development,  production,  recovery,  and  disposition  of 
oil,  etc.,  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  from  any  other  tide  or  overflowed  lands  of  the 
State. 

Appropriates  funds  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  hereof. 
Urgency  measure.

C,  re  salaries, 
fees  and  expenses  of  officers  in  counties  of  twenty-eighth  class  (San  Luis 
Obispo  County). 

Changes  the  salary  of  the  district  attorney. 

S.B.  640— JESPERSEN.    New  Act,  re  truck  license  tax. 

Imposes  license  tax  for  privilege  of  operating  a  truck,  semitrailer  or  trailer 
(of  gross  weight  of  three  tons  or  more)  propelled  by  engine  using  fuel  not  subject 
to  motor  vehicle  fuel  tax  and  used  for  transporting  property  upon  public  highways.

Excludes  from'  definition  of  "operator,"  persons  who  transport  children  to

bors and  who  receive  as  compensation  like  services,  other  services  or  things  of  value, 
or  money  in  amount  not  in  excess  of  $50  for  any  one  haul.

C,  re  limitations 
on  charitable  bequests  and  devises.

Raises  supervisors'  salaries  from  $1500  to  $2100  per  year  and  requires  them 
ti  spend  at  least  one  day  per  week,  in  addition  to  the  regular  meeting  day,  at  the 
court  house. 

S.B.  940 — PHILLIPS.    New  act,  re  waivers  of  rights,  privileges  or  immunities  of 
certain  borrowers. 

Forbids  lender  to  exact  from  borrower,  as  condition  or  consideration  of  loan 
secured  by  lien  on  real  property,  a  waiver  of  rights,  privileges  and  immunities 
created  by  statute  or  court  decision  for  benefit  or  protection  of  borrower.  Declares 

such  waivers  void. 

S.B.  947 — PHILLIPS.    New  Act,  re  permanent  relief  and  rehabilitation  of  indigent 
and  unemployed  families.

Department  of  Social  Welfare  authorized  to  lend  to  the  association  money  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Act,  the  sums  loaned  to  be  based  on  number  of  persons  or 
families  taken  from  State  or  county  relief  rolls  by  the  association  and  to  be  equal 
to  the  yearly  cost  to  the  State  and  counties  for  support  of  each  such  person  or 
family.  The  association  must  enter  into  agreement  with  the  department  to  assume 
the  entire  care  or  support  of  such  persons  or  families  for  one  year.  While  such 
persons  are  members  of  the  association,  they  are  not  entitled  to  other  aid  from  the 
State  or  county.    Loans  are  for  twenty-year  period  without  interest 

Appropriates  $2,000,000  to  department  for  purposes  of  Act,  to  be  used  as  a 
revolving  fund.    All  moneys  borrowed  to  be  repaid  into  such  fund. 

A.B.  1184,  apparently  identical. 

S.B.  948 — RICH.    Adds  Sec.  13.6,  Act  3421,  re  funds  derived  from  horse  race 
licenses. 

Appropriates  $50,000  of  such  money  to  Thirteenth  District  Agricultural  Asso- 
ciation. 

S.B.  949— DEUEL.    Adds  Sec.  3810,  Pol.  C,  Te-payment  of  taxes  before  sale  of 
land  to  State. 

State  not  allowed  to  accept  deed  to  State  unless  all  taxes,  penalties  and  costs 

on  the  land  are  paid  in  full. 

S.B.  950 — RICH.    Amends  Sec.  527,  Pol.  C,  re  legislative  printing. 

Provides  all  printing  ordered  by  Legislature  or  to  be  charged  thereto  to  be 
governed  by  joint  rules  of  respective  houses  in  so  far  as  applicable.  After  adjourn- 
ment rules  in  effect  at  that  time  to  govern  until  adoption  of  rules  at  subsequent 
session. 

S.B.  951 — DEUEL.    New  Act,  re  purchase  of  land  for  Chico  State  College. 
Appropriates  $25,000. 
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SB.  952 — KNOWLAND.  Amends  title  and  Sees.  20  and  221.  adds  Sees.  65  and 
9fa,  Act  956,  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  Act,  re  acquisition, 
exchange  and  disposition  of  real  property. 

Broadens  power  of  bridge  authority  and  Department  of  Public  Works  in  con- 
nection with  the  acquisition,  exchange,  disposition  and  dedication  of  property  for 
approaches,  roads,  etc.    Provides  for  issuance  of  refunding  revenue  bonds. 

Urgency  measure. 

A.B.  2375,  apparently  identical, 

S.B.  953— POWERS.  Amends  Sees.  1,  2,  3,  4  and  11,  adds  5|  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  12, 
15  and  21,  amends  and  renumbers  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  12,  13,  14,  16  and  17, 
repeals  10  and  15,  Act  5130d,  Truck  Tax  Act. 

Excludes  from  term  "operator"  farmers  who  occasionally  transport  property 
for  other  fanners  and  whose  total  compensation  therefor  does  not  exceed  $100  in 
nny  calendar  month  or  $300  in  any  calendar  year ;  and  persons  who  transport 
children  to  and  from  public  schools  and  whose  compensation  for  such  transportation 
does  not  exceed  $50  in  any  calendar  month. 

Reduces  original  and  renewal  license  fees  to  $12.  Provides  for  payment  of

Appropriates  $50,000  for  7th  District  Agricultural  Association. 

Amends  Sec.  13,  Act  3421,  re  funds  derived  from  horse  * 
racing. 

Present  law  provides  that  after  certain  specific  appropriations  are  made, 
balance  of  money  goes  to  general  fund  to  be  allocated  one-third  to  State  Emergency 
Relief  Administration,  one-third  to  California  Polytechnic  School,  one-third  to 
University  of  California.  Bill  deletes  provisions  as  to  such  allocation,  money 
going  into  general  fund  without  specification  as  to  use. 

S.B.  956-^DeLAP.    Adds  Sec.  503,  Sts.  &  H.  C,  re  State  highways. 

Adds  to  State  highway  system  route  from  Route  14  in  Contra  Costa  County 
via  Richmond  to  Route  69  in  Marin  County. 

S.B.  957 — DeLAP.  Amends  Sec.  11,  Act  4749,  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
re  limitations  of  proceedings. 

Proceedings  for  collection  of  death  benefits  may  l>e  maintained  later  than  one 
year  after  death  if  injury  also  caused  disability,  and  compensation  had  been  paid 
or  agreement  for  payment  made  not  more  than  six  months  before  death,  or  if  new 
Usability  develops  later  than  six  months  after  payment  or  agreement,  in  which  case 
period  in  which  proceedings  may  be  instituted  is  extended  six  months. 

S.B.  958 — DeLAP.  Amends  Sec.  20,  Act  4749,  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
re  continuing  jurisdiction  of  commission. 

Limits  commission's  right  to  reopen  case  within  245  weeks  to  ground  that 
disability  has  recurred,  increased,  diminished  or  terminated,  or  that  the  order, 
decision  or  award  was  procured  by  fraud.

Where  part  of  harbor  is  in  a  city,  defines  respective  powers  of  board  of  super- 
visors and  city  council  with  respect  to  maintenance,  protection  and  government  of 
improved  harbor  and  permits  the  appointment  of  a  harbor  commission  and  the 
delegation  of  powers  thereto.

Requires  carriers  to  file  schedules  of  charges,  and  gives  Railroad  Commission 
regulatory  powers  and  provides  for  hearings  in  connection  therewith.  Prohibits 
charges  less  than  minimum  or  greater  than  maximum  charges  approved  by  commis- 
sion.

Leigh  G.  Garnsey. 

S.B.  978 — SWING.  New  Act  Appropriates  $5000  from  fish  and  game  preserva- 
tion fund  for  concreting  bottom  of  State  trout  hatchery  pools  at  Forest 
Home  on  Mill  Creek,  San  Bernardino  County. 

S.B.  979— PIEROVICH.  Amends  Sec.  20j,  Act  112.  California  Real  Estate  Act, 
re  real  estate  agents. 

Requires  20  or  more  lots  instead  of  five  before  divided  lands  constitute  a 

"subdivision"  or  "subdivided  lands." 

S.B.  980— HAYS.  Adds  Sees.  32.5,  32.6  and  Chap.  3a  to  Div.  Ill,  Sees.  200- 
200.10,  Veh.  C,  re  licensing  of  automobile  dealers. 

Requires  automobile  dealers  to  be  licensed  and  to  post  bonds  for  benefit  of 
persons  injured  by  their  fraud  or  misconduct  or  by  their  violation  of  registration 
provisions  of  code.  Provides  for  revocation  or  suspension  of  licenses  by  Director  of 
Motor  Vehicles. 

S.B.  981— SWING.  Amends  title  and  Sees.  1,  la,  3,  4,  5,  6.  7,  8,  9,  11,  13,  14, 
15  and  18;  repeals  Sees.  10.  12  and  17.  Act  8780*,  California  Unemploy- 
ment Relief  Act  of  1935,  re  unemployment  relief. 

Transfers  administration  of  "Unemployment  Relief  Act"  to  Department  of 
Social  Welfare. 

Deletes  section  relating  to  "county  citizens'  relief  committees." 
Appropriates  $  . 

S.B.  982 — HOLOHAN.  New  Act^  re  regulation  of  solicitation  of  deposit  of  bonds, 
and  control  of  protective  committees. 

Creates  public  trust  commission  of  three  members  appointed  by  Governor 
with  advice  and  consent  of  Senate ;  salaries  to  be  determined  by  Legislature. 

Defines  protective  committee  as  one  which  protects  or  preserves  common 
interests  of  holders  of  a  security.  Forbids  any  person  to  act  as  member  of  pro- 
tective committee  or  a  depositary  or  solicitor  unless  licensed  by  commission.  Annual 
license  fee  of  five  cents  for  each  $1,000  of  outstanding  bonds  or  notes  to  be  charged 
each  protective  committee  and  each  depositary,  an  annual  fee  of  $25  to  each  solicitor 
for  each  issue.

Pro- 
tective committees  required  to  keep  written  records  of  meeetings  and  activities  and 
file  reports  thereof.  Commission  may  investigate  and  appraise  property  covered 
by  securities  deposited  with  protective  committees. 

Any  person  interested  as  holder  of  notes  secured  by  trust  deed  or  mortgage  on 
property  or  any  owner  or  stockholder  in  any  corporation  owning  such  property 
may  apply  to  commission  to  appoint  suitable  person  to  examine  into  said  property 
and  adopt  measures  for  reorganization  of  business  or  for  liquidation  of  security. 
After  hearing,  commission  may  comply  with  such  request. 

S.B.  983 — HOLOHAN.  Adds  Sec.  8.16,  Act  986,  Building  and  Loan  Association 
Act,  re  dividends. 

Prohibits  payment  of  dividends  on  stock  unless  interest  or  dividends  of  4  per 
cent  have  been  paid  on  all  shares  or  certificates  outstanding. 
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S.B.  984 — HOLOHAN.    Adds  Sec.  8.15,  Act  986,  Building  and  Loan  Association 
Act,  re  dividends. 

Prohibits  payments  of  dividends  on  stock  unless  4  per  cent  interest  or  dividends 
have  beeen  paid  on  certificates  or  shares  outstanding  between  March  1,  1933,  and 
effective  date  of  act. 

S.B.  985— McGOVERN  and  SWING.    Amends  Sec.  89,  Pen.  C,  re  lobbying. 
Deletes  existing  provisions  and  adds  new  material : 

(a)  Defines  "lobbying"  in  detail,  makes  it  a  felony,  penalty  one  to  five  years 
in  State  penitentiary ; 

(b)  Requires  all  employed  in  "lobbying"  to  file  with  Secretary  of  State  sworn 
detailed  statements,  to  be  docketed,  indexed  and  open  for  public  inspection  ;

Clarifies  provisions  re  charge  on  production  imposed  for  support  of  Division  of 
Oil  and  Gas  under  act;  provides  charge  to  be  apportioned  among  holders  of  fractional 
interests,  but  operator  shall  withhold  and  pay  the  entire  amount  of  the  charge. 

Recasts  provisions  of  Sec.  50,  re  liability  for  charge  where  ownership  changes 
during  year. 

S.B.  987 — McGOVERN.    Amends  Sec-412,  Pen.  C,  re  boxing  contests,  matches  or 
exhibitions. 

Curtails  application  of  forepart  of  section  to  prize  fights  in  which  contestants 
use  no  gloves. 

Limits  amateur  boxing  contests,  exhibitions  or  sparring  matches  to  five  rounds 
of  two  minutes  duration,  or  three  rounds  of  three  minutes  duration.  Contestants 
heavier  than  160  pounds  to  use  10  oz.  gloves;  those  lighter  than  160  pounds  to  use 
8  oz.  gloves.  Prohibits  participation  unless  contestant  is  over  16  years  of  age, 
registered  as  amateur,  and  examined  by  physician  immediately  before  contest. 

Prohibits  boxing  contests,  etc.,  in  conjunction  with  vaudeville  shows,  dances, 
or  entertainments. 

Permits  clubs  or  organizations  to  conduct  amateur  contests  on  payment  of  $12 
license  fee,  on  filing  $1,000  bond  with  the  Athletic  Commission,  and  payment  of  5 
per  cent  gross  receipts  tax. 

Specifies  awards  that  may  be  given  to  amateurs. 

S.B.  988— RICH.    Amends  title  and  Sees.  1,  2,  3,  4,  7,  9  and  10,  and  adds  Sees. 
7A,  7B,  14,  15,  16,  17  and  18,  Act  5815,  re  aid  and  relief  of  indigents. 

Provides  for  a  system  of  work-relief  that  may  be  furnished .  an  indigent  of 
whom  work  is  required  as  a  condition  of  relief.  Indigent  accepting  such  not  to  be 
considered  an  employee  of  the  county  or  political  subdivision  creating  such.  Any 
improvements,  property  or  products  created  by  such  work  to  be  property  of  county. 
No  relief  to  be  given  indigent  who  refuses  to  accept  and  perform  the  Work  offered. 

Provides  no  aid  to  be  given  indigent  until  a  declaration  of  his  eligibility  is 
made  and  sworn  to  by  him.  Provides  for  cases  of  emergency  and  cases  of  persons 
mentally  incapable  of  understanding  the  nature  or  effect  of  an  oath. 

Provides  if  indigent  has  kindred  in  the  State  able  to  support  him,  county  may 
lefuse  to  give  aid  under  the  Act.  If  it  extends  it,  such  kindred  shall  reimburse  the 
county  to  extent  of  their  financial  ability. 

Provides  in  actions  arising  under  the  Act  that  certified  itemized  accounts  kept 
by  the  county  of  aid  or  relief  rendered  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  truth  and 
correctness  of  amounts  of  relief  extended  and  shall  be  admitted  in  evidence  without 
preliminary  or  introductory  proof  and  that  ineligibility  to  receive  aid  is  no  defense 
in  such  actions. 
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Provides  for  claims  by  county  against  estates  of  deceased  responsible  kindred  for 

aid  given  and  for  priority  of  payment  of  such. 

Provides  for  system  of  attachment  by  the  county,  for  the  amount  of  aid  ren- 
dered by  it  to  any  person,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  commenced  by  or  on  behalf 
of  such  person,  or  in  any  action  where  a  cross  complaint  for  money  is  filed  by  or  on 
behalf  of  such  person,  or  in  any  petition  for  approval  by  the  court  of  :i  compromise 
of  any  claim  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  person. 

Provides  boards  of  supervisors  may  require  as  condition  to  grant  or  continuation 
of  aid  to  an  indigent  (1)  that  he  transfer  to  the  county  such  property  as  he  may 
have  and  as  it  may  specify,  in  trust  for  repayment  of  aid,  or  (2)  that  he  grant  or 
transfer  the  property  to  the  county  for  payment  of  aid  and  not  as  security  for  such, 
or  (3)  that  he  give  security  for  repayment  of  aid.  or  (4)  that  he  make  promises  to 
reimburse,  notes,  agreements  or  any  other  arrangement  necessary  or  convenient  in 
effecting  collection  of  snms  due  the  county. 

Provides  county  may  aid  and  relieve  nonresidents  who  have  no  residence  for 
purposes  of  aid  in  any  other  State  and  who  are  physically  or  mentally  handicapped 
to  such  a  degree  that  lack  of  such  aid  would  seriously  jeopardize  their  physical  well 
being  or  impose  a  health  menace  or  social  menace  upon  the  community. 

Provides  certain  acts  to  be  misdemeanors  and  provides  for  their  punishment. 

Provides  that  two  or  more  counties  may  jointly  exercise  any  power  or  perform 
any  duty  common  to  them  under  the  Act.  _ 

Provides  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  shall  give  financial  and  other 
assistance  to  counties  and  cities  and  counties  for  unemployment  relief  in  such 
measure  and  in  accordance  with  standards  prescribed  by  law  and  its  rules  and 
regulations.

Excepts  from  its  provisions  elections  in  districts  where  city  charter  proyides 
otherwise. 

S.B.  990 — METZGER.  Adds  Sec.  613.5.  F.  &  G.  C.  re  steelhead  trout. 

Provides  steelhead  may  be  taken  in  Sacramento  River  between  February  1  and 
January  1. 

}     S.B.  991— METZGER.    Amends  Sec.  610,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  steelhead  trout. 

Provides  that  in  districts  where  there  is  no  specified  season,  steelhead  may  be 
taken  between  May  1  and  January  1.

Makes  Board  of  Governors  of  the  State  Bar,  instead  of  Governor  of  California, 
the  appointing  power  of  the  commission.

S.B.  994 — RICH.    Amends  Sec.  1310,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  fur-bearing  mammals. 
Takes  grey  fox  and  red  fox  out  of  this  class. 

S.B.  995 — OLSON.    New  Act,  Housing  Authorities  Law,  re  slum  clearance  and 
housing  projects. 

Declares  need  of  housing  projects.  Provides  that  25  residents  of  a  city  or  of  a 
county  may  file  a  petition  to  have  a  bousing  authority  formed.  The  council  or  the 
board  of  supervisors,  if  it  finds  the  need  to  exist,  shall  appoint  five  commissioners  to 
constitute  the  authority.    Such  authority  may  be  formed  in  a  single  city  or  city  and 
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county  of  over  25,000  population.  Such  authority  may  be  formed  in  a  county  in 
which  there  is  one  or  more  cities  of  over  25,000  population.  However,  a  city  of  less 
than  25,000  population  may  join  with  one  or  more  other  cities  having  25,000  popu- 
lation or  more.

things  necessary  to  carry  out  purposes  hereof. 

Establishes  a  finance  committee  composed  of  Governor,  Controller,  Treasurer, 
Attorney  General,  and  chairman  of  board,  and  authorizes  this  committee  to  issue 
bonds  payable  from  income  of  specific  projects,  and  not  to  be  a  charge  against  State. 

Each  project  shall  be  charged  with  its  cost  and  board  shall  fix  rates  sufficient 
to  cover  expenses  and  payment  of  bond  principal  and  interest  and  repayment  of 
advances  from  revolving  fund.  All  revenues  except  proceeds  from  bond  sales  shall 
be  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  and  if  such  deposits  are  insufficient  to  pay  principal 
and  interest  of  bonds  as  due,  the  deficiency  shall  be  advanced  from  State  8ener«' 
fund,  and  necessary jimount  is  appropriated  annually  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be 
made  good  from  the  revenues  of  the  board. 

Appropriates  §100,000  for  the  use  of  the  board  in  investigating  projects. 

The  State  and  political  subdivisions  shall  have  a  preferred  right  to  water  and 
energy  controlled  by  board.  A  political  subdivision  may  develop  water  or  energy 
controlled  by  it,  but  plans  hereafter  proposed  shall  be  submitted  to  this  board  for 
suggestions  and  criticism,  and  board  may  acquire  any  such  project  unless  bonds 
have  been  issued  or  the  cost  provided  for. 

In  eminent  domain  proceedings,  the  determination  of  the  board  that  the 
taking  of  the  property  described  is  necessary  shall  be  conclusive,  and  State  may 
take  immediate  possession  by  paying  into  court  such  sum  as  court,  upon  five  days 
notice  to  owner,  shall  decide  to  be  reasonably  sufficient  to  cover  compensation 
and  damages. 

All  public  officers,  boards,  commissioners  and  agencies  shall  furnish  the  board 
with  such  data  and  information  as  they  have  that  is  required  by  board. 

Defines  political  subdivision  as  including  any  public  board,  public  quasi  cor- 
poration, public  corporation,  water  district,  lighting  district,  municipal  utility  dis- 
trict, public  utility  district,  irrigation  district,  municipal  corporation,  town,  city  and 
county,  city  or  board  or  department  thereof,  or  county,  having  authority  to  contract 
for  the  purchase,  sale  or  use  of  water,  water  power,  or  electric  energy. 

This  is  self-executing  but  legislation  may  be  enacted  in  furtherance  of  it. 


S.C.A.  20—  GORDON.    Ameuds  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  re  introduction  of  legislative  bills. 

The  amendment  restricts  each  member  of  the  Legislature  to  fourteen  bills,  two 
of  which  may  be  introduced  after  the  recess.  Any  member  who  desires  to  introduce

tion from  approved  law  school  or  four  years'  diligent  study ;  final  and  preliminary 
examinations;  attorneys  from  outside  States  seeking  admission  to  be  citizens  over 
twenty-one,  three  months  resident  in  State ;  have  engaged  in  active  practice  for 
four  out  of  preceding  six  years  and  pass  such  examination  as  may  be  prescribed.

Permits  compensation  of  .twenty-four  piece  band  at  twenty  dollars  per  person 
per  month. 

A.B.  239— LORE.  Amends  See.  580b,  C.  C.  P.,  repeals  Sec.  2924},  C.  C,  re  defi- 
ciency judgments. 

Abolishes  deficiency  judgments  on  mortgages  and  trust  deeds  hereafter  executed 
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A.B.  240 — KEPFLE.  Amends  See.  206,  C.  C,  re  reciprocal  duties  of  parent  and 
child. 

Adds  provision  that  a  married  daughter,  to  extent  necessary  to  make  effective 
this  section's  requirement  as  to  her  duty  to  support  dependent  parents,  shall  have 
control  of  her  own  earnings. 

A.B.  241 — PATTERSON.    New  Act.  re  hours  of  labor  during  emergency  period. 

Declares  existence  of  economic  emergency ;  provides  for  six-hour  'work  day;

A.B.  275 — ANDREAS.    Repeals  Sec.  588,  Veh.  C,  re  angle  parking. 

A.B.  276— JOHNSON.    Amends  Sees.  49,  1624,  adds  Sees.  43.5,  1690,  1606.5, 
1624.5,  repeals  Sec.  3319,  C.  C,  re  criminal  conversation,  seduction  of 
»     an  adult  person,  alienation  of  affections  and  breach  of  promise  to  marry. 

Abolishes  causes  of  action  for  alienation  of  affections,  criminal  conversation 
and  seduction  of  an  adult  person  and  amends  Sec.  49  to  conform  to  the  same.

A.B.  1198— MILLER,  GEORGE  P.    Amends  Sees.  3  and  6,  Act  8341,  re  land 

surveyors. 

Transfers  money  in  licensed  surveyors  fund  to  civil  engineers  fund  and 
provides  for  payment  of  appropriations  from  latter  fund. 

Deletes  requirement  of  an  interval  of  not  less  than  one  year  before  another 

examination  may  be  taken. 

A.B.  1199— HORN  BLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.    Amends  Sec.  Ill,  Veh. 

C,  re  Chief  of  California  Highway  Patrol. 

Includes  officer  in  State  civil  service  system. 

A.B.  1200— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  Amends  Sees.  112,  115, 
116,  121  and  123,  repeals  114  and  II87  Veh.  C,  re  California  Highway 

Patrol. 

Repeals  section  relating  to  submission  by  boards  of  supervisors  of  lists  of 
persons  eligible  for  appointment  to  positions  of  traffic  officers  and  clerks. 

Deletes  provision  limiting  applicants  for  examination  for  positions  of  captain, 
sergeant,  traffic  officer  or  clerk,  to  citizens  of  United  States  who  have  maintained 
bona  fide  residence  in  one  of  counties  in  which  patrol  is  established  for  one  year 
immediately  preceding  date  of  examination. 

Deletes  requirement  of  one  year  probationary  period  before  attainment  of  per- 
manent civil  service  status.    Repeals  provision  necessitating  one  year's  service  in

Sec.  6a,  Act  5136,  re  caravaning  of  motor  vehicles. 

Provides  that  fees  collected  shall  be  paid  into  motor  vehicle  fund  for  main- 
tenance of  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  carrying  out  provisions  of  Act.  Pro- 
vides for  refunds  of  fees  collected  in  error. 

A.B.  1203— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  New  Act,  re  used  motor 
vehicles  brought  into  California  for  purposes  of  resale. 

Requires  dealers  in  used  motor  vehicles  who  are  nonresidents  or  who  do  not 
have  permanent  places  of  business  in  this  State,  and  all  persons,  firms  or  corpora- 
tions who  bring  used  motor  vehicles  into  this  State  for  resale,  except  for  trade-in 
purposes,  to  register  such  vehicles  within  10  days  after  they  are  brought  here, 
and  to  file  bonds  equal  to  the  sale  price  of  each  vehicle,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
$1,000,  before  such  vehicles  are  offered  for  sale. 

Prescribes  a  registration  fee  of  $1,  and  a  fee  of  $5  for  filing  each  bond,  which 
fees  are  in  addition  to  any  others  required  by  law.  Requires  vendor  of  used  motor 
vehicle  to  deliver  to  vendee  certificate  of  title  within  24  hours  after  sale. 

Prescribes  penalties  for  failure  to  comply  with  provisions  of  Act.

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Prohibits  leaving  tank  vehicles  unattended  while  flammable  liquid  is  being 
transferred  to  or  from  its  tank,  and  forbids  smoking  or  fires  within  10  feet  there- 
from. 

Regulates  operation  of  and  use  of  lamps  upon  tank  vehicles.    Regulates  design 

and  construction  of  tanks. 

A.B.  1207— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  , Amends  Sec.  647,  Veh. 

C,  re  fees  for  lamp  or  device  tests. 

Provides  for  fee  of  one-half  original  fee  when  lamp  or  device  is  submitted  for 
partial  re  test  within  90  days  after  disapproval  by  department. 

A.B.  1208— HORNBLOWER,    BREED    and    LAUGHLIN.    Adds    Sec.  607.7, 
Veh.  C.  re  emergency  vehicle  on  vehicular  crossings. 

Classifies  state-owned  vehicles  equipped  and  used  for  fighting  fire,  or  towing 
other  vehicles  on  or  over  a  vehicular  crossing  or  the  approaches  thereto,  as  author- 
ized emergency  vehicles  while  on  such  crossing  or  approaches. 

A.B.  1200— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.    Amends  S<k*.  770  and 
777,  Veh.  C,  re  disposition  of  fines,  fees,  and  forfeitures. 

Requires  that  fines  and  forfeitures  collected  by  and  paid  into  the  treasuries 
of  cities,  as  now  provided  by  Sec.  770,  be  used  exclusively  for  construction  and 
maintenance  of  traffic  signs,  signals  and  other  traffic  control  devices,  and  for  con- 
struction, maintenance  or  improvement  of  public  streets,  bridges  and  culverts  within 

such  cities. 

Makes  additional  appropriation  to  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  all  mone.VN 
received  from  its  sales  of  records. 

A.B.  1210— HORNBLOWER.  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.    Amends  Sees.  215  and 

—  210.  adds  Sec.  217.  Veh.  C.,  re  registration  of  vehicles. 

Sec.  215  provides  for  application  of  section  to  a  nonresident  owner  who  uses 
a  foreign  vehicle  in  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for  compensation  or  pri- 
marily for  the  transportation  of  property  within  this  State,  and  that  fees  are  in 
addition  to  any  others  required  upon  registration  of  a  vehicle  previously  registered 
outside  State.

C,  re 
definitions  of  words  and  phrases. 

Changes  definitions  of  various  types  of  vehicles  and  of  words  "axle,"  "owner," 
and  "legal  owner." 

Adds  definitions  of  "truck  tractor,"  "farm  tractor,"  "road  tractor,"  "unladen 
weight,"  and  "through  highway." 

A.B.  1212— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.    Adds  Sec.  130.1,  Veh. 
C,  re  automobile  registration  service. 

Provides  that  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  business  of  exam- 
ining records  of  department  and  supplying  information  therein  to  public  for  compen- 
sation shall  first  obtain  permit  from  director  and  file  $5,000  bond. 
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A.B.  1213— HORNBLOWER,   BREED   and    LAUGHLIN.    Amends   Sees.  140, 
211  and  225,  adds  Sees.  143.5  and  164.5,  Veh.  C,  re  registration. 

Specifies  circumstances  under  which  a  vehicle  may  be  moved  or  operated 
upon  highways  without  rendering  owner  or  operator  subject  to  See.  140,  which 
prohibits  operation  of  unregistered  vehicles. 

Prohibits  acceptance  of  applications  for  original  registration  of  a  vehicle 
outside  this  State  at  time  of  application,  unless,  among  other  things,  it  is  accom- 
panied by  statement  that  it  is  purchased  for  use  in  this  State,  and  that  sales  or 
use  tax  has  been  paid,  or  that  payment  has  been  arranged  for  or  secured.

C,  re  motor  vehicle  publications. 

Authorizes  department  to  publish  and  distribute  Veh.  C.  and  other  motor 
vehicle  laws  once  every  two  years,  cost  to  be  paid  for  out  of  motor  vehicle  fund. 

V.B.  1216— HORNBLOWER.  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  Amends  Sees.  146  and 
146.5,  repeals  Sec.  180.5,  Veh.  C,  re  registration. 

Deletes  subd.  (b),  Sec.  146,  and  substitutes  provision  permitting  registration 
if  a  foreign  vehicle  used  in  interstate  operation  without  requiring  surrender  of 
vidence  of  foreign  registration.  Provides  certificate  of  ownership  shall  not  be 
ssued  in  such  case. 

Deletes  provision  in  Sec.  146.5  prohibiting  registration  of  foreign  vehicles 
irior  to  expiration  of  00  days  from  date  application  therefor  is  filed.  Provides 
or  other  deletions  and  additions  in  clarification  of  section. 

Repeals  Sec.  180.5,  prohibiting  transfer  of  title  or  interest  in  a  foregin 
egistered  vehicle  not  registered  in  this  State. 

L.B.  1217— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  Amends  Sees.  158,  371.5 
374,  379  and  384,  adds  Sec.  162,  Veh.  C,  re  registration  of  vehicles 
and  fees  therefor. 

Requires  that  license  plates  remain  attached  during  calendar  year  to  vehicle 
or  which  they  are  issued,  except  in  case  of  special  plates,  plates  issued  for  vehicles 
xempt  from  payment  of  registration  fees,  etc.  Authorizes  department  to  seize 
lates  not  attached  to  proper  vehicle  and  to  attach  or  require  them  to  be  attached 
hereto. 

Provides  for  permanent  registration  of  publicly  owned  vehicles.

Provides  for  fee  of  $55  for  first  set  issued  for  motor  vehicles  other  than  3 
motorcycles,  and  for  annual  renewal  fee  of  $5  for  such  first  set.

A.B.  1220— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.    Amends  Sees.  42.r>.  428  J 
and  438,  adds  Sec.  76,  Veh.  C,  re  garages  and  repair  shops. 

Defines  "repair  shop." 

Deletes  Sec.  426  (b),  relating  to  liens.  Places  substantially  similar  provi 
sion  in  Sec.  425,  but  makes  necessary  consent  of  holder  of  legal  title  before  lien  in 
excess  of  $100  can  be  claimed. 

Requires  garages  and  repair  shops  to  notify  legal  owners  of  vehicles  left  with  I 
them  for  storage  or  safekeeping  for  60  days  by  registered  owners  who  have  not  paid  | 
charges. 

A.B.  1221— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  Amends  Sees.  453,  541, 
554,  633  and  671 ;  addB  Sec.  454 ;  repeals  Sec.  517,  Veh.  C,  re  author 
ized  emergency  vehicles. 

Provides  in  new  Sec.  454  for  exemption  of  drivers  of  authorized  emergency 
vebic'es  from  traffic  law  regulations  under  stated  circumstances  and  conditions. 
Repeals,  deletes  parts  of,  or  modifies  language  of  existing  sections  relating  to  same 
subject.  Repeals  provision  exempting  physicians  from  speed  laws  in  responding 
to  emergency  calls. 

Prohibits  use  of  horns  by  driver  of  a  motor  vehicle  except  when  necessary  to 
insure  safe  operation.

Provides  stop  signs  shall  be  approximately  10  inches  in  length,  and  shall  be 
illuminated  or  contain  reflecting  elements.

Changes  definition  of  "highway." 

Prescribes  punishment  for  person  convicted  of  injuring  or  tampering  with  a 
vehicle. 

Specifies  additional  circumstances  to  which  prima  facie  speed  limits  in  Sec. 
511  are  applicable.  Prescribes  prima  facie  speed  limit  of  15  miles  per  hour  upon 
highways  passing  through  parks. 

Removes  provision  which  permits  other  than  right  side  driving  when  on  road- 
ways divided  into  three  or  more  traffic  lanes. 

Deletes  word  "spur"'  in  Sec.  576  (d),  thereby  permitting  motor  vehicles  carry- 
ing passengers  for  hire  to  proceed  over  any  track  without  stopping  under  certain 
circumstances. 

Requires  every  motor  truck  having  unladen  weight  of  4000  pounds,  and  every 
truck  tractor  to  carry  certain  warning  devices,  and  to  display  them  when  disabled.

Makes  compliance  with  provisions  of  Sec.  744,  Veh.  C,  requiring  report  of 
convictions,  another  condition  precedent  to  receipt  of  salary. 

A.B.  1225— HORNBLOWER,  BREED  and  LAUGHLIN.  Adds  Sec.  53,  amends 
Sec.  372,  Veh.  C,  re  weight  fees  for  commercial  vehicles. 

Defines  "gross  weight"  and  "registered  gross  weight." 

Deletes  all  of  present  Sec.  372,  and  substitutes  new  schedule  of  fees,  gradu- 
ated according  to  gross  weight,  for  commercial  vehicles  of  all  types.  Imposes  no 
fees  for  vehicles  whose  gross  weights  are  less  than  6000  pounds,  and  prohibits 
licensing  of  vehicles  whose  gross  weights  exceed  34,000  pounds.

No  person  to  act  as  booking  agent  unless  he  secures  a  license  from  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor.  Requires  annual  licence  fee  graduated  from  $100  to  $250,  depend- 
ing on  population  of  county  where  business  to  be  carried  on,  and  posting  of  $5,000 
surety  bond. 

Describes  qualifications  for  licensees ;  provides  for  revocation  of  license  for 
|  certain  unfair  practices,  and  specifies  conditions  under  which  employment  contracts 
may  be  entered  into.    Maximum  fee  or  commission  allowable  under  act  fixed  at 
from  10  per  cent  to  15  per  cent,  depending  on  length  of  employment  secured. 

A.B.  1227— THORP.    Claim  bill,  $82.29,  C.  C.  Woodworth. 

A.B.  1228— THORP.    Amends  Sees.  510,  511,  512,  513,  515  and  593,  Ag.  C.,  re 
frozen  dairy  products. 

Defines  ice  milk,  requiring  it  to  contain  at  least  4  per  cent  milk  fat,  and  at 
least  1.3  pounds  total  food  solids  per  gallon.  Requires  licenses  for  manufacturers 
thereof.  Establishes  standards  for  sherbet.  Deletes  provision  permitting  use  of 
flavoring  in  fruit  ice  cream  and  nut  ice  cream.  Creates  new  classification  of 
"caterer's  ice  cream  or  catering  ice  cream."  Deletes  provision  requiring  that 
vehicles  carrying  ice  milk  shall  be  labeled  with  a  sign  indicating  that  ice  milk  is 
sold,  and  limits  this  requirement  to  retail  stores  where  such  product  is  sold. 
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A.B.  1229 — THORP.    Amends  Sec.  673,  Ag.  C,  re  containers  of  dairy  products.  1 

Present  law  prohibits  use  of  registered  containers  without  written  consent  ot 
registrant.  Bill  provides  such  consent  shall  specify  use  to  which  container  is  to  be 
put  and  makes  other  use  unlawful. 

A.B.  1230 — THORP.    Amends  Sec.  508,  Ag.  C,  re  cheese  standards. 

Provides  cheddar  and  granular  cheese  may  be  molded  in  forms,  rather  than 
hoops.  Provides  cheddar  cheese  may  be  bandaged  in  any  color  except  red,  granular 
cheese  to  have  red  bandage  or  coating.  Monterey  cheese  to  be  molded  in  forms 
rather  than  bags.  High  moisture  jack  cheese  to  be  molded  in  bags  into  character! 
istic  form  and,  in  addition  to  present  labeling  requqirements,  label  shall  show  if 
skim  milk  used.  Limits  moisture  content  of  cream  cheese  to  52  per  cent.  Classifier, 
cottage  cheese  as  uncreamed  and  creamed,  latter  containing  not  less  than  4  per  cent 
of  milk  fat. 

A.B.  1231 — THORP.    Amends  Sec.  621,  Ag.  C,  re  factory  licenses  for  dairy 

products. 

Present  law  requires  license  prior  to  regularly  engaging  in  business.  Bill 

applies  to  all  persons  so  engaged  whether  regularly  or  not.

Lowers  requirement  of  age  from  65  to  60  years  and  raises  the  amount  of  aid 
from  $35  to  $50  per  month. 

A.B.  1718 — MEEHAN.    Amends  Sec.  9.04,  Act  986,  Building  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion Act,  re  sales  of  insured  obligations. 

Authorizes  sales  of  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  trust  deeds  which  Federal 
Housing  Administrator  has  insured,  or  agreed  to  insure. 

A.B.  1719 — MEEHAN.    Amends  Sees.  1,  2,  3  and  4,  Act  4240,  re  investments  of 

financial  institutions. 

Clarifies  language  authorizing  investments  insured  by  Federal  Housing  Admin- 
istrator. Makes  securities  insured  or  issued  by  administrator  or  by  national  mort- 
gage associations  eligible  as  collateral  for  deposits  of  public  or  private  funds  and 
for  legal  investments  generally.

Permits  acquisition  of  rights  of  way  with  moneys  in  special  road  fund  or 
special  road  improvement  fund  or  derived  from  motor  vehicle  fund  or  motor  vehicle 
fuel  fund. 

A.B.  1723— LATHAM  and  HUNT.    Adds  Sec.  632,  Sts.  &  H.  C..  re  State  high- 
ways. 

Adds  to  State  highway  system  portion  of  route  comprising  Valley  Boulevard 
from  Alhambra  to  Macy  Street  in  Los  Angeles,  to  be  substituted  for  existing  por- 
tion of  route. 

A.B.  1724— LATHAM.    Adds  Sec.  633,  Sts.  &  H.  C  re  State)  highways. 

Adds  to  State  highway  system  portion  of  route  comprising  San  Gabriel  Boule- 
vard from  Garvey  Avenue  to  Valley  Boulevard  near  San  Gabriel.    To  be  substituted 

for  existing  portion  of  route.

Water  District  Act.  re  metropolitan  water  districts. 

"Municipality"  or  "city"  to  include  "municipal"  water  districts  incorporated 
under  Acts  5243,  6393,  6390,  6392  and  0391,  instead  of  "any  water  districts 
incorporated  for  the  service  of  water." 

Limitation  on  taxes  levied  to  be  exclusive  of  taxes  levied  to  meet  obliga- 
tion to  United  States  or  any  agency  thereof.

"Plates  to  be  purchased 
by  the  department  at  prevailing  market  prices.  Any  profits  to  be  paid  into 
State  treasury"  to  credit  of  general  fund. 

A.B.  1866 — ROBERTSON.    Adds  See.  13.6.  Act  3421,  re  funds  derived  from  horse 
racing  licenses. 

Allocates  $50,000  during  89th  and  90th  fiscal  years  to  District  Agricul- 
tural Association  37  for  construction,  improvements,  and  equipment. 

A.B.  1867 — FIELD.    Adds  Sec.  4450,  Pol.  C,  re  cancellation  of  municipal  taxes. 

Legislative  body  of  city  may  cancel  city  taxes,  after  hearing,  on  real  prop- 
erty, where  necessary  to  restore  it  to  tax  rolls  or  to  refinance  municipal  or 
improvement  district  indebtedness. 

Cancellation  not  allowed  of  valid,  substantial  special  assessment  lien  or  where 
tax  pledged  to  pay  special  assessment  on  certain  bonds  or  general  obligations  of 
city.

processors  of  farm  product*.

A.B.  2t75— THORP.    Adds  Sec.  691.6,  Ag.  C,  re  dairies. 
See  digest  A.B.  1747,  apparently  identical. 

A.B.  2776 — THORP.    Amende  Sec.  490,  adds  Sec.  490.5,  Ag.  C,  re  graded  market 
milk. 

Deletes  provisions  whereby  graded  market  milk  may  be  excluded  fror>  a  local 
area  because  of  violation  of  local  ordinance.  Provides  that  such  milk  conforming 
to  code  requirements  shall  not  be  excluded  from  sale  in  any  locality. 

A.B.  2777 — WALKER.    Amends  Sees.  451  to  740,  incl.,  Ag.  C,  re  dairies. 
Incomplete. 

A.B.  2778 — PELLETIER.    New  Act,  requiring  licenses  for  operation,  maintenance 
or  establishment  of  stores  in  this  State. 

Imposes  an  annual  license  fee  for  the  privilege  of  operating,  maintaining,  open- 
ing or  establishing  a  store  on  and  after  specified  date.  Fee  is  one  dollar  for  first 
store  and  is  doubled  for  each  succeeding  store  up  to  nine.  Fee  for  tenth  store  and 
each  store  above  that  number  $500  each  ;  filing  fee  of  fifty  cents  required  for  each 
store  and  like  fee  upon  renewal  of  application.  Full  amount  of  fee  charged  for 
licenses  issued  prior  to  July  1  of  any  year,  and  one-half  of  fee  for  licenses  issued 
subsequent  thereto.    All  licenses  expire  on  December  31. 

Exempts  gas  stations,  ice  distributing  plants,  agricultural  cooperatives,  news- 
paper branch  offices,  theaters,  motion  pictures  and  shops  where  sales  are  incidental 
to  rendering  of  services  (such  as  barber  shops). 

Act  to  be  administered  by  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

A.B.  2779 — PELLETIER.    New  Act,  limiting  number  of  stores  operated  under 
Kiimc  management,  supervision  or  ownership.    Limit  set  at  11  stores. 

A.B.  2780— DAWSON  (by  request).   Adds  Sec.  96.6,  F.  &  G.  C,  creating  new  fish 
mid  game  district  consisting  of  Trinity  and  portion  of  Klamath  rivers. 

A.B.  2781— DAW80N  (By  request)-.   Amends  8ec.  482,  F.  A  G.  C,  re  pollution  of 
waters. 

Expands  provision  relating  to  the  pollution  of  streams  to  prohibit  such  pollu- 
tion from  July  15th  to  December  1st,  rather  than  July  15th  to  October  16th  as  in 
present  law.    Prohibits  depositing  of  any  debris,  or  mine  tailings,  in  such  waters. 

Partially  incomplete. 

A.B.  2782 — DAWSON   (by  request).    Amends  Sees.  427  and  428,  repeals  8ecs. 

1276-1286,  incl.,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  bunting  and  fishing  licenses  and  fees, 
and  deer  tagB. 

Reduces  both  hunting  and  fishing  license  fees  for  residents  of  State  from  $2 
to  $1.    Repeals  provisions  relating  to  deer  tags. 

A.B.  2783 — DAW80N  (by  request).    Amends  Sec.  481,  F.  &  (i.  C,  re  pollution  of 
streams. 

Recasts  section. 

Supplements  existing  laws  re  pollution.  Prohibits  deposit  of  substances  dele- 
terious to  fish  and  game  or  which  renders  same  undesirable  for  human  consumption. 
Prescribes  standards  for  determining  acidity  or  alkalinity  of  waters  nnd  turbidity 
thereof. 


A.B.  2784 — FULCHER.  New  Act,  re  validation  of  formation,  boundaries,  annexa- 
tion of  territory,  election  of  directors  and  bonds  of  municipal  utility  dis- 
tricts. 

See  digest  S.B.  488,  apparently  identical. 

A.B.  2785 — FULCHER.  New  Act,  re  State  and  county  radio  intercommunication 
service. 

Provides  that  two  or  more  counties  may  by  agreement  among  themselves,  or 
between  them  and  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  and  Investigation,  establish 
and  maintain  radio  intercommunication  supplementing  State's  teletype  system. 
Reasonable  cost  thereof  shall  be  proper  and  legal  charge  against  funds  of  several 
counties  respectively.

A.C.A.  1— REDWINE.    Adds  Sec.  10a,  Art.  VI,  re  removal  of  judges. 

Wherever  justice  of  supreme  court  or  district  court  of  appeal  or  judge  of 
superior  court  is  convicted  in  any  court  of  State  or  United  States  of  crime  involving 
moral  turpitude,  supreme  court  shall  suspend  him  from  office  and  payment  of  sal- 
ary to  be  suspended.  Upon  final  conviction  supreme  court  shall  disbar,  strike  from 
roll  of  attorneys,  and  remove  from  office.  If  judgment  reversed,  suspension  shall  be 
terminated  and  suspended  salary  paid. 

A.C.A.  2 — KING.    Adds  Sec.  lc,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemptions  from  taxation. 

Dwelling  house  in  which  owner  resides,  necessary  outbuildings  and  land  not 
to  exceed  one  acre  exempted  if  total  value  no  greater  than  $2,500.  Exemption  not 
to  apply  if  person  or  spouse  owns  property  worth-  more  than  $5,000. 

A.C.A.  3 — REDWINE.    Adds  Sec.  11a,  Art.  XX,  re  forfeiture  of  office. 

■  Any  person  convicted  in  court  of  any  State  or  United  States  of  misdemeanor 
involving  moral  turpitude,  or  felony,  to  forfeit  all  public  offices  when  conviction  final. 

A.C.A.  4 — BOYLE.    Amends  Sec.  9,  Art.  XIII,  re  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

State  redistricted  into  five  equalization  districts ;  Los  Angeles  to  be  one  dis- 
trict, remaining  four  approximately  equal  in  population. 

Controller  ceases  to  be  member  of  board.  Legislature  has  power  to  redistrict 
State  into  five  districts,  approximately  equal  in  population. 

A.C.A.  5 — PELLETIER.    Adds  Sec.  5,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  from  taxation. 

Dwelling  house  in  which  owner  resides  and  land  on  which  it  is  situated  exempt 
from  taxation  to  amount  of  $1,000.    Legislature  may  increase  this  to  $3,000. 

A.C.A.  6 — JOHNSON.    Amends  Sec.  la,  Art.  VI,  re  Judicial  Council. 

Changes  membership  of  Judicial  Council  to  Chief  Justice  or  Acting  Chief  Jus- 
tice ;  two  Associate  Justices  of  Supreme  Court ;  two  justices  of  district  courts  of 
appeal;  three  judges  of  trial  courts,  one  to  be  of  an  inferior  court;  three  members 
of  State  Bar  appointed  by  board  of  governors  thereof ;  two  laymen  appointed 
by  Governor ;  chairmen  of  judiciary  committees  of  Senate  and  Assembly.  All  Acts 
to  be  concurred  in  by  eight  members. 

A.C.A.  7— VOIGT,  MEEHAN,  TENNEY,  CASSIDY  and  LAUGHLIN.  Amends 
Sec.  26,  Art.  IV,  re  State  lotteries. 

Authorizes  Legislature  to  establish  State  lottery  on  basis  of  or  in  relation  to 
horse  races,  the  moneys  therefrom  being  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  old  age 
security  benefits,  and  surplus  to  be  transferred  to  general  fund. 

A.C.A.  8 — MALONEY,  SHEEHAN,  DAWSON,  HORNBLOWER,  McMURRAY, 
CRONIN,  WILLIAMSON,  PEYSER  and  LEVEY.  Adds  Sec.  lc,  Art. 
XIII,  State  Constitution,  re  exemptions  from  taxation. 

Exempts  from  taxation  property  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Exposition,  a 
corporation,  and  any  property  while  exhibited  therein. 

A.C.A.  9 — LORE.    Adds  Sec.  Id,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  from  taxation. 

County,  city  and  county  or  city  may  exempt  from  taxation  for  local  purposes 
in  whole  or  in  part,  one  or  more  specified  classes  of  property.  Ordinance  establish- 
ing exemption,  subject  to  referendum. 

Taxes  on  remaining  property  to  be  uniform. 
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A.C.A.  10 — LORE.    Amends  Sec.  14,  Art.  XIII,  ro  exemptions  from  taxation. 

Gives  Legislature  power  to  classify  and  exempt  any  property  instead  of  any 
"personal  property." 

A.C.A.  11— WILLIAMSON,  JOHNSON  and  MORGAN.    Repeals  Sec.  22,  Art. 
XX,  re  rates  of  interest. 

A.C.A.  12 — WILLIAMSON,  JOHNSON  and  MORGAN.    Adds  Sec.  23,  Art.  XX, 
re  rates  of  interest. 

Provides  for  maximum  legal  rate  of  interest  of  7%  per  annum,  or,  if  contracted 
for  in  writing,  12%  per  annum. 

Prescribes  civil  and  criminal  penalties  for  violation  of  section. 

A.C.A.  13— TENNEY  and  LORE.    Adds  Sec.  9j,  Art.  IX,  re  military  training  at 
University  of  California. 

Provides  that  no  student  in  the  University  of  California  shall  he  compelled 
to  take  a  course  in  military  training  or  tactics. 

A.C.A.  14 — DALEY.    Amends  Sec.  10J,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  from  taxation. 

The  property,  instead  of  personal  property,  of  every  householder  to  be  exempt 
to  amount  of  $300  instead  of  $100. 

A.C.A.  15 — HUNT.    Amends  Sec.  la,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  of  buildings,  equip- 
ment and  grounds  of  educational  institutions  from  taxation. 

Exemption  extended  to  nonprofit  institutions  of  less  than  collegiate  grade, 
except  that  only  ten  acres  of  grounds  of  such  institutions  exempt. 

A.C.A.  16— VOIGT,  LAUGHLIN,  LORE,  MEEHAN  and  TENNEY.    Adds  Sec. 
14J,  Art.  X  re  eminent  domain. 

Declares  that  developing,  using  and  processing  of  natural  resources  from  state- 
owned  lands  by  the  State  is  a  public  use  for  which  the  right  of  eminent  domain  may 
be  exercised  by  it. 

A.C.A.  17— MILLER,  GEORGE  P.    Amends  Sec.  9,  Art.  I,  re  contempt  of  court. 

Limits  punishable  speeches  or  publications  constituting  contempt  of  court  to 
those  made  in  immediate  presence  of  court  while  in  session  and  in  such  manner  as 
to  actually  interfere  with  proceedings. 

A.C.A.  18— MILLER,  GEORGE  P.    Adds  Sec.  27,  Artr.  I,  re  contempt  of  court. 

Provisions  re  rights  of  accused  in  criminal  cases  shall  apply  to  those  accused 
of  constructive  contempt  of  court.  Courts  to  have  no  powers  to  punish  for  con- 
tempt except  where  granted  by  constitution  and  statutes.  Legislature  may  limit 
power  of  courts  to  punish  for  contempt. 

A.C.A.  10—  MILLER,  ELEANOR.    Repeals  Sec.  22,  Art.  XX,  as  amended  by 
initiative,  and  adds  Sec.  23,  Art.  XX,  re  alcoholic  beverages. 

Exclusive  right  to  license  and  impose  fees  on  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  vested 
in  counties,  cities  and  counties,  and  cities. 

State  may  impose  taxes  for  revenue  on  manufacture,  sale,  transportation,  stor- 
age, use  or  consumption  of  liquor. 

A.C.A.  20—  GILBERT.    Adds  Sec.  l{a,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  from  taxation. 

Dwelling  house  in  which  owner  resides  and  land  on  which  situated  exempt  to 
amount  of  $1,000.    No  person  entitled  to  more  than  one  such  exemption. 
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A.C.A.  21— DOXIHUE,  MEEHAN,  WILLIAMSON,  HUNT,  WATSON,  DAN 
NENBRINK,  GANNON,  DESMOND  aDd  BREED.  Amends  Sec.  12. 
Art.  XI,  and  Sec.  31,  Art.  IV,  re  powers  of  State  Legislature  to  levy 
taxes  for  local  purposes  and  to  make  gifts  to  counties  and  cities. 

Sec.  12,  Art.  XI.  Legislature  may  impose  taxes  for  local  purposes,  if  such  tax 
is  imposed  and  apportioned  to  the  counties,  cities  or  other  municipal  corporations 
under  general  and  uniform  laws. 

Sec.  81,  Art  IV.  Legislature  may  by  general  and  uniform  laws  provide  for 
apportionment  of  funds  from  State  treasury  for  county,  city  and  county,  city  or 
other  municipal  purposes. 

A.C.A.  22— STREAM.   Adds  Sees.  1.1  and  1.2  Art.  XIII,  re  limitation  of  tax  rates. 

Tax  rate  on  property  for  all  State  and  local  purposes,  except  taxes  levied  for 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  previously  issued,  not  to  be  in  excess  nf 
1}  per  cent  of  assessed  value  of  the  property. 

Legislature  may  determine  proportion  of  taxes  so  levied  to  be  used  for  Stall 

or  various  local  purposes,  subject  to  maximum  limitation. 

A.C.A.  23— CUNNINGHAM.  Adds  Sees.  4  and  7i,  Art.  XI,  re  county  consolida- 
tion and  city  consolidation. 

Sec.  4  provides  that  Legislature  by  general  and  uniform  laws  may  provide  for 
consolidation  of  two  or  more  contiguous  noncharter  counties  by  majority  vote  of 
electors  of  each  county.    Existing  senatorial  districts  not  to  be  affected  thereby. 

Sec.  7i  provides  that  two  or  more  contiguous  counties  whether  chartered  or 
not  may  frame  a  charter  for  the  government  of  the  consolidated  county.  Fifteen 
freeholders  are  to  be  elected  by  the  counties  involved  in  accordance  with  a  uniform 
ordinance  adopted  by  the  supervisors  of  each  county  or  in  accordance  with  a  petition 
signed  by  15  per  cent  of  the  electors  of  each  county.  If  majority  of  electors  of  each 
county  involved  vote  in  its  favor,  charter  is  ratified  and  counties  consolidated. 

Where  only  counties  are  involved.  Sec.  1\  covers  the  procedure  not  otherwise 
provided  in  Sec.  7},  and  where  cities  and  counties  are  consolidated  Sees.  8  and  *J 
control  where  not  otherwise  provided  in  Sec.  1\. 

Two  or  more  contiguous  cities,  whether  in  same  county  or  not,  may  con- 
solidate under  procedure  provided  in  this  section. 

No  consolidation  is  to  affect  a  senatorial  district. 

A.C.A.  24— TENNET.    Adds  Sec.  le,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  from  taxation. 

Dwelling  house  in  which  owner  resides  and  land  on  which  situated  exempted 
to  amount  of  $1,500. 

A.C.A.  25 — VOIGT.    Amends  Sec.  23a,  Art.  IV,  re  expenses  of  Legislature. 

Changes  maximum  daily  expenses  of  Assembly  and  Senate  to  $400  per  day 

and  $200  per  day,  respectively.    Now  provides  for  $300  per  day  for  each  body. 

A.C.A.  26— LATHAM.   Adds  Art.  XXV,  re  State  Department  of  Revenue. 

Creates  department  composed  of  three  members,  to  be  elected  in  manner 
specified  in  Sec.  2.  Terms  are  six  years ;  salaries  same  as  those  received  by  member 
of  Railroad  Commission. 

Transfers  to  department  the  administration  of  all  State  revenue  laws,  but 
continues  in  State  Board  of  Equalization  powers  pertaining  to  equalization  and 
assessment  of  property.    Requires  it  to  maintain  Tax  Research  Bureau. 

Abolishes  certain  boards  and  offices  whose  duties  and  powers  under  existing 
laws  are  transferred  to  department 

A.C.A.  27— ROSENTHAL.    Amends  Sec.  19,  Art.  VI,  re  trial  by  jury. 

Limits  power  of  court  to  comment  on  evidence  and  testimony  and  on  credibility 
of  witnesses  to  civil  cases.  In  criminal  cases  court  may  only  state  the  testimony 
and  declare  the  law. 
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A.C.A.  28— HEISINGER.  Amends  Sees.  1-10,  incl.,  12-17,  incl.,  19,  23a  and  34, 
Art.  IV,  re  single  house  Legislature. 

Amends  Sec.  1  by  substituting  "single  chamber  body"  in  place  of  "Senate  and 
Assembly." 

Sec.  3  provides  that  first  election  to  the  new  Legislature  shall  be  in  1942,  and 
that  thereafter  one-half  of  the  members  shall  be  chosen  biennially  to  serve  four 
years. 

Sec.  5  provides  that  members  first  elected  from  odd-numbered  districts  shall 
serve  only  two  years. 

Sec.  6  provides  there  shall  be  eighty  members,  the  three  most  populous  coun- 
ties to  have  33  districts,  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  counties  them- 
selves. No  other  county  shall  contain  more  than  three  districts,  and  no  district 
shall  contain  more  than  four  counties. 

By  Sec.  7  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  presiding  officer  and  shall  have 
only  a  casting  vote. 

By  Sec.  23  the  pay  of  members  shall  be  $250  per  month. 

The  amendments  of  Sees.  2,  8,  9,  10,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  19,  23a  and  34 
conform  to  changes  above  indicated. 

A.C.A.  29 — VOIGT.    Adds  Sec.  5,  Art.  XIII,  re  exemption  from  taxation. 

Dwelling  house  in  which  owner  resides  and  land  on  which  situated  exempted 
to  amount  of  $3,000. 

A.C.A.  30— ROBERTSON,  DANNENBRINK,  COTTRELL,  GANNON,  TEN- 
NEY,  CLARK,  REDWINE  and  WELSH.  Amends  Sees.  2,  4,  4a,  4b 
and  4c,  Art.  VI,  re  Supreme  Court  and  District  Courts  of  Appeal. 

Supreme  Court  to  sit  in  bank,  not  departments.  Five  members  to  be  quorum, 
concurrence  of  four  necessary  for  decision.  Chairman  of  Judicial  Council  to  desig- 
nate justice  of  District  Court  of  Appeal  to  sit  on  Supreme  Court  in  case  of  tem- 
porary ibsence  or  disability. 

Appeals  from  superior  to  Supreme  Court  limited  to  cases  of  capital  punish- 
ment. Supreme  Court  may  transfer  to  itself  any  matter  pending  in  District  Court 
of  Appeal ;  may  issue  extraordinary  writs  and  have  such  other  jurisdiction  as  con- 
ferred by  Constitution. 

State  divided  into  four  appellate  districts,  divisions  thereof  to  be  determined 
by  Legislature,  and  until  otherwise  determined,  two  divisions  in  second  district ;  one 
each  in  other  three.  Five  justices  in  each  division ;  those  now  serving  to  retain 
office.  In  first  district,  six  incumbent  justices  to  retain  office  and  to  be  eligible  for 
reelection  ;  first  vacancy  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  incumbent  not,  to 
be  filled ;  Governor  to  fill  vacancies  by  appointment. 

Presence  of  three  justices  necessary  for  transaction  of  business ;  concurrence 
of  two  for  decision  ;  petitions  for  rehearing  to  be  considered  by  five ;  rehearing  to 
be  granted  on  concurrence  of  three. 

Counties  in  districts  specified,  subject  to  change  by  Supreme  Court ;  places  of 
holding  court  specified,  subject  to  change  by  Legislature. 

Jurisdiction  of  District  Courts  of  Appeal  to  include  all  appeals  from  superior 
court  except  those  reserved  to  Supreme  Court;  also  such  other  jurisdiction  as  con- 
ferred by  Constitution ;  Legislature  to  prescribe  jurisdiction  on  appeal  from  appel- 
late department  of  superior  court. 

Provides  for  transfer  of  certain  pending  cases  from  Supreme  Court  to  District 
Courts  of  Appeal.  Supreme  Court  may  transfer  causes  from  district  courts  to 
Supreme  Court  on  own  motion,  or  on  petition  after  decision  and  denial  of  rehearing 
in  district  court  where  constitutional  question  involved,  or  dissent  in  district  court ; 
or  conflict  between  decisions  of  State  or  Federal  courts;  or  question  of  first  impres- 
sion ;  in  all  criminal  cases ;  and  in  other  cases  to  be  provided  by  law.  Supreme 
Court  to  have  power  to  extend  time  before  judgment  in  district  court  becomes  final 
to  not  to  exceed  ninety  days. 

Supreme  Court  to  transfer  business  between  the  several  district  courts  and 
divisions ;  Judicial  Council  to  furnish  statistics  thereon. 

District  courts,  subject  to  rule  of  Supreme  Court,  may  transfer  causes  or  certify 
questions  of  law  to  Supreme  Court  where  public  importance  of  matter  justifies. 
Supreme  Court  may  hear  or  order  such  matters  returned. 
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A.C.A.  31— GANNON,  DAWSON,  PATTERSON,  MILLINGTON,  DILWORTH, 
VOIGT,  CORWIN,  WALKER,  SCUDDER,  CALL,  MILLER, 
GEORGE  P.,  CRONIN.  WILLIAMSON,  DESMOND,  CLARK,  HUNT, 
LATHAM,  REDWINE,  TENNEY  and  STREAM.  Amends  Sec.  li. 
Art.  XIII,  re  exemptions  of  property  from  taxation  on  account  of  mili- 
tary service. 

See  digest  S.C.A.  9,  apparently  identical. 

A.C.A.  32— LATHAM  and  LYON.    Amends  Sec.  9,  Art.  XIII,  re  county  boards  of 

equalization. 

County  board  of  equalization  in  Los  Angeles  County  not  to  be  board  of  super- 
visors, but  made  up  of  one  member  from  eacb  supervisorial  di  'rict  of  the  county, 

appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors. 

A.C.A.  33— VOIGT.  Amends  Sees.  1  to  10,  ind.,  12  to  17,  incl.,  19,  22a,  23,  27, 
34  and  34a ;  and  adds  34b,  Art  IV,  re  Legislature. 

Provides  for  one  house  Legislature,  to  be  called  House  of  Representatives ; 
annual  sessions;  annual  elections;  80  members.  Salary  $3,600  per  annum  rather 
than  $2,400  per  biennium.    Present  expense  limit  for  either  bouse  to  apply  to  new 

single  house. 

A.C.A.  34— ROBERTSON.  Amends  Sec.  18,  Art.  XI,  re  indebtedness  incurred  by 
political  subdivisions. 

Requires  participation  of  not  less  than  55  per  cent  of  qualified  registered  elec- 
tors in  elections  seeking  consent  of  two-thirds  of  electorate  for  indebtedness  or  lia- 
bility in  excess  of  income. 

A.C.A.  35— REAVES.   Adds  Sec.  25*.  Art.  IV,  re  chiropractic. 

Authorizes  amendment  of  Sees.  3,  4,  5,  7,  9,  10,  12  and  17,  Chiropractic  Initia- 
tive Act,  Act  4811,  to  provide  for  an  executive;  approval  of  chiropractic  colleges; 
hiring  of  personnel ;  publishing  directory ;  higher  educational  standards ;  provisions 
for  reciprocity ;  certificates ;  additional  grounds  of  unprofessional  conduct ;  higher 
fees  and  division  of  revenue  from  fines  and  forfeitures  of  bail. 

A.C.A.  36— ANDREAS.    Amends  Sec.  26,  Art  IV,  re  lottery. 

Provides  for  State  Lottery  Commission  of  three  members,  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  To  license  California  corporations  to  conduct  lotteries  upon  deposit  of 
$200,000  cash  or  securities  with  State  Treasurer. 

Twenty-five  per  cent  of  proceeds  of  each  lottery  to  be  used  to  defray  expenses 
and  75  per  cent  to  be  devoted  for  prizes. 

A.C.A.  37— ROBERTSON,  PEEK,  DAWSON,  LORE  and  BURNS,  HUGH  M.

Provides 
method  of  calculation  thereof. 

A.C.A.  38 — DANNENBRINK.  Amends  Sec.  19,  Art.  V,  re  salaries  of  constitu- 
tional officers. 

Increases  salary  of  Governor  from  $10,000  to  $25,000;  Secretary  of  State 
from  $5,000  to  $7,500;  Controller  and  Treasurer  from  $5,000  to  $12,500;  Attorney 
General,  $11,000  to  $12,500,  and  Lieutenant  Governor  from  $4,000  to  $12,500. 

A.C.A.  39 — MEEHAN.    Adds  Sec.  2a,  Art.  VI,  re  advisory  opinions  by  Supreme 

Court. 

Requires  Supreme  Court  to  give  Governor  and  each  branch  of  Legislature 

opinion  of  justices  on  important  questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 
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A.C.A.  40 — LATHAM  and  LYON.    Amends  Sec.  34a,  Art.  IV,  re  limit  on  per- 
centage of  funds  of  State  to  be  raised  by  ad  valorem  property  taxation. 

Changes  from  "25  per  cent  of  total  appropriations  from  all  funds"  to  a  "sum 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  paid  or  necessarily  to  be  paid  dur- 
ing each  fiscal  year  on  the  bonds  of  the  State." 

A.C.A.  41 — BREED.    Adds  Sec.  23,  Art.  XX,  re  investigation  and  settlement  of 
labor  disputes. 

Provides  Legislature  may  confer  upon  any  court,  commission,  or  board,  power 
to  make  inquiry  into  labor  disputes  and  give  publicity  to  results  of  inquiry  and  to 
recommendations  based  upon  such  inquiry.  Validates  such  legislation  adopted  this 
session. 

A.C.A.  42 — STREAM.    Amends  Sec.  9,  Art.  VI,  re  leave  of  absence  of  judicial 
officers. 

Permits  Legislature  or  Judicial  Council  to  grant  judicial  officer  leave  of  absence 
from  State  for  more  than  sixty  days. 

Existing  section  forbids  Legislature  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  any  judicial 
officer  ami  provides  forfeiture  of  office  for  any  such  officer  who  absents  himself  from 
State  for  more  than  sixty  consecutive  days. 

A.C.A.  43— REDWINE.    Amends  Sec.  25i,  Art.  IV,  re  fish  and  game. 
See  digest  S.C.A.  14,  apparently  identical. 

A.C.A.  44— CORWIN.    Adds  Sec.  31b,  Art.  IV,  re  indemnification  of  owners  of 
fruit  trees. 

Provides  for  indemnification  of  owners  of  deciduous  fruit  trees  destroyed  pur- 
suant to  law  to  prevent  spread  of  contagious  pest  disease.  No  payment  to  exceed 
value  of  treei . 
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
